WEIGHING UP 
TOP MET JOB 


Bookies slash odds on county’s chief constable 


CHIEF Constable Michael Fuller has 
confirmed he is considering applying 
to become the next Commissioner of 
the Metropolitan Police. 

In an exclusive interview, the county’s top officer 
told Kent on Sunday he had not yet decided if he 
should enter the contest to succeed Sir Ian Blair, 
who stepped down on Thursday afternoon. 

On Friday, bookies William Hill slashed the 
odds on Mr Fuller, 49, taking Britain’s top policing 
job from 14/1 to 10/1. 

And when asked if he was putting his name for¬ 
ward Mr Fuller told KoS: “I haven’t decided about 
it yet, I am genuinely undecided. 

“I lmow the demands of the job and it’s some¬ 
thing I will give a lot of thought to. It’s not some¬ 
thing I would take on lightly. 

“I have worked closely with the last three com¬ 
missioners and know the demands and stresses of 
DECISION: Police chief Mike Fuller the job from first-hand experience and the inside.”

Before joining Kent Police as chief constable in 
January, 2004, Mr Fuller had been with the Met 
since starting as a cadet in 1975. 

He came up with a strategy that led to the 
Metropolitan Police anti-burglary initiative, 
Operation Bumblebee. 

He also established Operation Trident, the force’s 
campaign to stop black-on-black gun crime and 
helped set up the Racial and Violent Crime Task 
Force in response to criticism of the Metropolitan 
Police arising from the Stephen Lawrence inquiry. 

As a detective superintendent based in the 
Home Office, he gave regular advice to the Home 
Secretary and government ministers and was 
later appointed deputy assistant commissioner 
(director of intelligence) at New Scotland Yard. 


Were he to apply for the job Mr Fuller could 
point to a strong track record of reducing crime in 
London and Kent. 

He known to value “police operational independ¬ 
ence and political neutrality’, and describes his style 
as “firm but fair with a no-nonsense approach”. 

In the past he has spoken out to back his rank- 
and-file officers in their battle with the 
Government over pay. 

Kent’s most senior officer also made headlines 
last month with his criticisms of sentencing poli¬ 
cy that meant repeat offenders were being 
released because of a shortage of prison places. 

Race is an ever-present issue in London, and 
under Mr Fuller’s command Kent is only one of two 
forces to receive an ‘excellent’ rating for diversity. 

Mr Fuller, who is Britain’s first black chief consta¬ 
ble, holds honorary doctorates of law from Sussex 
University and the University of East London. 

He is a non-practising barrister and was called

to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 
July, 2007. 

Damian Green, Tory MP for 
Ashford, said: “He has been a 
good chief constable in Kent and 
he has done a lot to promote 
community policing, so I can 
understand why he’s a frontrun¬ 
ner for the Met job. 

“If he got the job it would be a 
loss to Kent, but these things hap¬ 
pen. It reflects the importance of 
the Kent job that he is included in 
the list of possible replacements.” 


Kent Police Authority renewed 
his appointment as chief consta¬ 
ble three weeks ago. 

Members were remaining tight- 
lipped about the speculation link¬ 
ing him to the London job. 

Cllr Ray Parker, a member who 
is a Labour councillor for Kent 
County Council, said: “I think 
Mike Fuller does a very good job 
in Kent, but London is a very dif¬ 
ferent arena and there are nation¬ 
al roles and responsibilities. 

“I cannot comment on his suit¬ 
ability in that aspect. Only he 


knows if he can fulfil that role. 

“Chief Constable Fuller has 
done a very good job - the crime 
stats prove that with the huge 
drop we have had across the 
board. But I cannot comment on 
his suitability for commissioner - 
that is a matter for the 
Metropolitan Police Authority” 

Brian Sangha, an independent 
member of the authority said: 
“We have a chief constable 
who’s delivering. If you were 
to ask me, ‘is Michael Fuller a 
good chief constable of Kent’, yes, 


he is doing a good job.” 

Sir Ian is due to leave his post 
on December 1. 

On Friday afternoon, William 
Hill’s 1/2 favourite to replace Sir 
Ian as the next permanent Met 
Commissioner was his deputy 
Paul Stephenson, followed by Sir 
Hugh Orde (Northern Ireland) at 
5/1. At 10/1, Mr Fuller is joint 
third favourite with Merseyside 
Chief Constable Bernard Hogan- 
Howe and the UK’s Chief 
Inspector of Constabulary, Sir 
Ronald Flanagan. 


Killer and jail worker 
got drugs into prison

A CONVICT serving life for mur¬ 
der, a prison worker and his broth¬ 
er have been jailed for conspiring 
to supply drugs in a prison. 

Tyrone Woolley 27, previously of HMP 
Swaleside, Christopher Hill, 21, of 
Eastchurch, Sheppey and Richard Hill, 
21, from Sheerness, pleaded guilty at 
court hearings in August and September 
to conspiracy to supply controlled drugs 
and mobile telephones into Swaleside 
Prison on Sheppey. 

Woolley, who was already serving a life 
sentence for killing a man in London in 
January, 2003, received a four-year prison 
sentence. 

Judge Jeremy Carey, presiding at 
Maidstone Crown Court, said he must 
serve at least half of this term. 

Christopher Hill, an operational support 
worker with HM Prison Service received 
five years behind bars and his brother 
Richard Hill, an asbestos remover, was 
jailed for three-and-a-half years. 

Det Insp Thomas Richards, of Kent 
Police’s serious and organised crime unit, 
said: “This is a very satisfying outcome to 
what was a long, complicated and sensitive 
investigation. 

“It was particularly challenging because a 
criminal justice agency was involved, as 
well as a very dangerous and influential 
criminal. 

“However, I am proud that the commit¬ 
ment and expertise of my team has result¬ 
ed in the demise of a significant criminal 
network and prevented drugs and other 
banned items entering the prison system. 

“I also want to pay tribute to members of 


the Prison Service’s security department 
with whom we worked closely and collabo- 
ratively throughout. Without their help it 
would have been much more difficult to 
bring the offenders to justice. 

“The sentence sends a very strong mes¬ 
sage to criminals and would-be offenders 
that crime doesn’t pay and we will catch 
you and bring you before the courts. We also 
hope it shows the community that the safe¬ 
ty and quality of life of Kent residents and 
visitors is a priority for Kent police.” 

Interventions 

Acting governor of HMP Swaleside 
Martin Glaze said: “I am proud of my 
security department and the professional 
manner in which they dealt with this com¬ 
plex and sensitive matter. 

‘Working closely with the police is just one 
of a range of robust measures Swaleside 
employs to prevent illegal drugs, mobile 
phones and other contraband from entering 
the prison. Keeping drugs out of prisons 
helps them to run more smoothly and 
allows prisoners to engage more effectively 
with treatment and other interventions. 


“The vast majority of Prison Service staff 
are honest, hardworking and professional. 

“The Prison Service seeks to create and 
support a culture that tackles corruption 
and dishonesty wherever it is found.” 

Kent Police and the Prison Service 
launched a joint investigation in December, 
2007, when prison officers searched a 
secure storage cage in Swaleside prison. 

“They found a range of controlled drugs 
including crack cocaine, cannabis, keta¬ 
mine, amphetamines and ecstasy, as well as 
mobile phones, batteries, SIM cards and 
chargers. They were hidden in a box of 
washing powder.” 

In January this year more drugs and 
banned items were found in a loaf of bread 
due to be delivered to Swaleside. 

The joint investigation uncovered a crim¬ 
inal network involving Woolley and the Hill 
brothers. 

Woolley received the drugs and banned 
items, Christopher Hill had access to the 
prison stores and smuggled the banned 
items into jail. His twin brother Richard 
arranged for the drugs and banned items to 
be collected from sources outside the prison.

Heming’s not 
about to be a 
Heartbreaker 


A POPULAR breakfast show host 
has quashed rumours that he is to 
be sacked by revealing he is set to 
stay at Kent’s largest commercial 
radio station. 

Invicta FM DJ James Heming said he has 
signed a new contract and will be celebrating 
a decade presenting the early-morning slot 
next year. 

“My main highlight is probably just surviving 
this long - it is not something I’d planned real¬ 
ly. It is all credit to the Kent listeners and the 
bosses here who feel that it can continue now 
that I’ve clocked up nearly 10 years,” the veter¬ 
an presenter said. 

The father-of-four, who lives in Chestfield near 
Whitstable, has enjoyed some exotic trips during 
his time at the station taking in Hong Kong, 
Australia and recently the Maldives. 

But one thing he said he will never get used 
to are the 4.30am wake-up calls. 

“I try and get a lie-in at the weekends, but 
with children it does not really lend itself to 
long mornings in bed with the newspapers. 

“The worst time is about one or two in the 
afternoon, that’s when I get really grumpy.” 

He refused to reveal the length of his new 
contract or say how much he was being paid, 
although he did say “it’s much less than people 
think it is. It’s all for the love”.

its 24-year history. It is among 30 other radio 
stations across the country going through a 
multi-million pound re-brand and in just over a 
year it will change its name to Heart. 

Mr Heming has greeted the news with a mix¬ 
ture of nostalgia and optimism. 

“The phrase ‘change or die’ is actually quite 
true,” he said. “You have to keep evolving 
things, especially in this day and age. The choic¬ 
es people have of what they do and how they 
spend their lives are changing so quickly. 

“The golden age of radio is over, especially 
commercially funded. We have got to try and 
keep adapting and being as successful and prof¬ 
itable as we can, even if that means upgrading 
and changing the brand.” 

Syndicated 

The 37-year-old said he and the rest of the 
Kent staff were embracing the re-brand. 

He said: “The change to Heart is just the next 
chapter in a hugely successful radio. People will 
still know and love it as their Kent radio station.” 

The move will see Invicta share the majority 
of shows syndicated across 42 stations around 
the country, but it will retain its breakfast, ‘dri¬ 
vetime’ and afternoon show, which are broad¬ 
cast from its Whitstable studios. 

Neil Webster, the station’s managing director,

said: “There will be lots of locally-produced stuff 
including local news, traffic and travel. 

“We will be more than twice the size of our 
nearest commercial competitor.” 

The major overhaul by owner Global Radio, 
the largest operator of radio licences in the UK, 
is said to be an attempt to take on the BBC. 

Mr Webster said he hoped Invicta’s 354,000 
listeners a week would increase “significantly”.

Eurostar will 
be hit by strike 

CROSS-CHANNEL travellers have 
been warned that industrial action is 
set to cancel all Eurostar services 
between the UK and Brussels. 

A 24-hour general strike by rail 
workers in Belgium will leave the 
train company unable to provide serv¬ 
ices to the country’s capital tomorrow. 

Eurostar said that timetable 
constraints in place after a fire broke 
out on a freight train in the Channel 
Tunnel in September meant that no 
service would be able to run between 
the UK and Lille either. 

The strike begins at 10pm today, 
which means the 7.30pm train 
from London to Brussels will termi¬ 
nate at Lille. 

Passengers have been advised to 
change their travel plans or exchange 
their tickets for different dates.

Miliband must 
act over plant 

GREENPEACE campaigners have 
called on Ed Miliband, head of the 
Government’s newly set up climate 
change department, to axe plans to 
build a coal-fired power station at 
Kingsnorth. 

The pressure group’s executive 
director John Sauven said the open¬ 
ing of a dedicated energy and climate 
office was a positive move, but urged 
for fresh ideas to help tackle the 
world’s climate crisis. 

He said: “For the last 10 years this 
government has dithered on climate 
change, offering us inspiring rhetoric 
but little in the way of real action. 

“The first test of Miliband’s credibil¬ 
ity will be whether he stops the 
UK’s first new coal-fired power 
station in more than 30 years at 
Kingsnorth in Kent.” 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
unveiled his reshuffled cabinet on 
Friday. 


Pair jailed for vicious 
attack in toilet which 
left 44-year-old dead 



TWO men have been sen¬ 
tenced to a total of 28 years 
in jail for murder after they 
“viciously” attacked a man 
who later died in hospital. 

Duncan Shelboume, from 
Cliftonville, Margate, was 
given a 16-year jail sentence 
at Maidstone Crown Court 
on Thursday. 

A jury found the 46-year- 
old guilty of murder on 
September 16. 

Kyle Eames, 22, of no fixed 
address, was sentenced to 12 
years in prison after he earli¬ 
er pleaded guilty to murder. 

The men attacked Alan 
Parker, 44, of Cliftonville, in 
March last year. He was 
found seriously injured in 
the public toilets in Fifth 
Avenue nightclub in 
Cliftonville and died later 
in hospital. 

Det Sgt Claire Munday 
said: “The victim was a vul¬ 
nerable man who was left 
unable to summons help after 
this nasty, vicious attack. I 
hope the sentences give Mr 


Parker’s family some sense 
that justice has been done.” 

Det Chief Insp Dean 
Barnes, who led the investi¬ 
gation, said after Shelboume 
was found guilty: “The prose¬ 
cution has always believed 
that two persons were direct¬ 
ly responsible for Mr Parker’s 
murder and although 
Duncan Shelboume refused 


to acknowledge his part he 
has been found guilty. 

“We would once again 
express our condolences to 
Mr Parker’s family. Kent 
police also wish to thank all 
those who came forward as 
witnesses in this trial. 

“Their co-operation was 
fundamental to the success 
of the trial.”

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Curly Wurly confusion 

Public's views on giant artwork ignored

ONE of the public’s favourite 
designs for the giant £2 million 
public artwork at Ebbsfleet has 
been dumped, while one of the 
least popular has been put onto 
the shortlist announced this week. 

Judges have named a shortlist of three 
designs by Daniel Buren, Richard Deacon 
and Mark Wallinger, that have been selected 
for further development. 

But the confidential results of a massive 
public consultation exercise show that a 
design by Christopher Le Brun, backed by 49 
per cent of the public who made comments 
on his proposal, failed to make it through to 
the next round of the selection process. 

A design by Rachel Whiteread, who grew 
up in Ebbsfleet, was also dropped by judges. 

However, Richard Deacon’s design, which 
was backed by only 14 per cent of people, 
was shortlisted by the selection panel 
chaired by the director of Margate’s Turner 
Contemporary, Victoria Pomery. 

Inspiration 

The geometrical design would be a paint¬ 
ed steel latticework outlining a ‘stack’ of 26 
differently shaped polyhedrons, which he 
describes as a “nest”. 

It is based on a cairn, which is a pile of 
stones that were historically used to mark 
routes and burial sites. 

The fact that there would be 26 ‘modules’ 
is to reflect that there are 26 letters of the 
alphabet because Mr Deacon sees writing as 
the cornerstone of western culture. 

But his inspiration seems to have been 
lost on some of the public, one of whom 
described the work as “take three Curly 
Wurlys and apply gentle heat. Freeze and 
put into a display case.” 

More than 40,000 shoppers at Bluewater 
took part in the three-month consultation 
exercise held between May and August. A 
further 10,000 people submitted their com¬ 
ments via the internet. 

The results of the consultation exercise for 
the iconic sculpture to stand at Springhead 
Park looking out over Ebbsfleet Valley and 
the Thames Estuary have been seen exclu¬ 
sively by Kent on Sunday. 

Also part of the consultation was an inno¬ 
vative arts project with five schools in the 
area who produced a series of short films 
inspired by the artwork proposals. 

The giant Ebbsfleet Landmark Project is

being billed as the UK’s largest and most 
significant public art commission since 
Antony Gormley’s Angel of the North, and 
will be an “enduring symbol of the new 
development of Ebbsfleet Valley and 
Ebbsfleet International station”. 

Eurostar, Land Securities and London & 
Continental Railways, the company behind 
High Speed 1 which will provide fast rail 
links between London and Kent next year, 
have organised the project. 

Mark Wallinger’s design for a white horse 
was the early favourite to win the commis¬ 
sion, though Kent County Council has been 
trying to organise opposition to the design, 
claiming a rearing Invita horse design 
would be more appropriate. 

There have also been concerns that the 
Turner Prize winner’s giant steel structure 
may be impossible to build and prohibitive¬ 
ly expensive. 

The insiders’ hot favourite is now French 
conceptual artist Daniel Buren who is propos¬ 
ing what he calls a ‘signal’ - a tower made of 
five stacked cubes containing a vertical laser 
beam that will reach indefinitely into the sky. 

Wallinger and Buren were both backed by 
56 per cent of the public. 

Announcing the shortlist this week Ms 
Pomery said: “The panel was very excited by 
all the submissions and has decided to take 


three forward for further development 
before making a final decision. 

‘We have asked Mark, Daniel and Richard 
to refine their proposals and to explore the 
engineering and cost feasibility in more detail. 
Our aim is to meet again in January to review 
their work in the light of this information.” 

While no-one was prepared to discuss the 
confidential report, chairman of the 
Ebbsfleet Landmark Project, Stephen 
Jordan said: “With such an outstanding 
range of proposals, it’s right that we now 
look carefully at the practical delivery of 
each and explore further funding options. 

“After all, this commission will not just 
be here for years, but for generations 
to come. With more than 40,000 people com¬ 
menting on the proposals at the Bluewater 
exhibition, this has not only been a monumen¬ 
tal consultation exercise but one that has 
proved extremely useful and constructive.” 

When asked the point of the consultation 
when the public do not get to chose a final 
work, a spokesman for the Ebbsfleet 
Landmark Project said: “The process has 
been successful in engaging thousands of peo¬ 
ple in the region and outside in the process 
and has demonstrated the interest people 
have in public art. 

We did not seek a statistically significant 
outcome but a snapshot of views.”

Rail chiefs in U-turn 
on commuter route 

THE PEAK Chatham to Cannon Street service 
has won a reprieve from rail bosses who 
had threatened to cancel the high-speed 
commuter route. 

Southeastern had planned to axe the service 
next December once its trains began operat¬ 
ing on the Channel Tunnel Rail Link. But 
after an 18-month commuter campaign rail 
chiefs have been forced to perform an embar¬ 
rassing U-turn. 

Southeastern’s February, 2007, announce¬ 
ment to cancel the service was met with anger 
by hundreds of commuters, who said the move 
would add horns to their daily journey. 

One commuter said: “My concern is the intro¬ 
duction of the domestic high-speed link in 2009. 

“As a result, with those trains going to St 
Pancras, the remaining domestic services are to 
be less per hour to Victoria and Cannon Street, 
with additional stops making the service slow¬ 
er. The reason we are told is that more people 
will move over to the high-speed link. 

“This is unlikely to happen in significant 
numbers, particularly as Cannon Street has the 
highest percentage of London stations whereby 
commuters are able to walk to work.” 

The commuters’ cause was picked up by 
Chatham and Aylesford MP Jonathan Shaw, 
who said he was delighted the service was saved. 

Important 

He said: “The train company appeared to 
be pursuing a reduction in the Cannon Street 
service, but the overwhelming public response 
was against any such reduction. 

“The Cannon Street service is an important 
commuter link for local people and I challenged 
Southeastern to improve but above all keep 
the service. 

“I welcome the announcement that the peak 
service will be retained. This is great news for 
all Medway commuters and I am grateful to 
Southeastern for listening to people’s concerns.” 

In a statement, Southeastern’s managing 
director, Charles Horton, said: “We have 
worked with Jonathan Shaw MP and lis¬ 
tened to local rail users’ concerns to maintain 
current capacity on mainline routes into 
London terminals. 

‘We want to offer passengers a choice 
between high-speed and mainline service - the 
timetable will meet those aspirations. 

“Southeastern appreciates Jonathan wants a 
better and fairer deal for Chatham commuters 
and we will continue to deliver a quality of 
service the people of Chatham deserve.”

Old coastline found at fort

AN ANCIENT coastline two miles 
inland from where Kent’s lies today 
has been uncovered at a Roman fort 
near Sandwich. 

Archaeologists from English 
Heritage have been digging at the 
site in Richborough for the past 
month, with their greatest discovery 
being remnants of the coastline 
which date back to the Roman inva¬ 
sion of Britain in AD43. 

One member of the group, Tony 
Wilmott, said it was an exciting 
discovery. 

He said: “It is widely known that 
Richborough Roman Fort was the 
gateway to Roman Britain 2,000 
years ago, but what is really exciting 
is that we have actually found the 
Roman foreshore while digging in a 
deep trench alongside the remains of 
a Roman wall. 

“The bottom of the trench contin¬ 
ually fills with water and by trow¬ 
elling you can feel the hard surface, 


which was once a beach. We have 
long been curious about this fallen 
fort wall, and now we know there 
was a Roman harbour sitting out 
there.” 

Fragments of Roman pottery and 
building materials such as wood and 
leather have also been found in the 
ditch, which will be carbon-dated to 
validate the time period of about the 
4th century. 

The dig along the 90-metre section 
of collapsed wall came to an end on 
Friday, with the archaeologists also 
thrilled to uncover a medieval dock. 

Mr Wilmott said: “This dock was 
created by a medieval section of wall, 
being used as a plug between two 
sections of collapsed Roman wall. 

“We believe it was built with the 
same masonry technique as the con¬ 
temporary mid-14th century town 
wall in Sandwich. 

“The significance of the medieval 
quayside is still being evaluated but 


it is known that Sandwich was once 
a large medieval port. 

“First impressions suggest it may 
have been associated with the nearby 
St Augustine’s chapel.” 

Richborough was originally named 
Rutupiae when the Romans landed, 
and it was one of the starting points 
for the road known today as Watling 
Street, which runs on to Canterbury 
and London. 

At the start of the dig, local volun¬ 
teers helped to reclaim the walls of 
the Roman fort from undergrowth, 
exposing them for the first time since 
the 1930s. 

During the excavation, archaeolo¬ 
gists also uncovered a number of 
smaller finds including Roman coins 
and fragments of Italian marble. 

This marble is thought to have 
come from a triumphal arch built in 
about AD80 to commemorate the 
conquest of Britain.

Cross-dressing Turner Prize-winner brings Unpopular Culture exhibition to Kent 


Artists’ unfashionable art

AN EXHIBITION of post-war British 
art chosen by a Turner Prize-winning 
artist is being held in a Kent gallery. 

The ceramic artist and cross-dresser Grayson 
Perry, who collected his 2003 award dressed as 
his female alter-ego Claire, also works as a cura¬ 
tor and he has chosen 60 works from the Arts 
Council Collection for the show. 

Perry said the exhibition, Unpopular Culture, 
showcasing the work of 40 artists, which has 
come to the Royal Museum and Art Gallery in 
Canterbury as part of a national tour, explores 
a period in history “before British art became 
fashionable”. 

Figurative painting, bronze sculpture and docu¬ 
mentary photography are among the media on 
show portraying everything from the austere 
1940s to 1980s Thatcherite Britain. 

The art has been chosen from more than 7,500 
works in the organisation’s collection. 

“The first time I trawled through the catalogues 
of the Arts Council Collection I was drawn to these 
three distinct categories of art, which are bound 
together by their ineffable sense of mood: subtle, 
sensitive, lyrical and quiet in contrast to today, 
when much art can seem like shouty advertise¬ 
ments for concepts or personalities,” Perry said. 

Satirising 

He said he chose painters and photographers 
whose work was an honest reflection of British 
life and society in a time when people had a dif¬ 
ferent sense of self and were less defined and 
influenced by television, mass media and digital 
communications. 

Two new works by Perry, who is famed for his pot¬ 
tery, often using classical shapes such as Grecian- 
like urns to depict scenes of car-wrecks, supermod¬ 
els and autobiographical references, are on dis¬ 
play at the show, which launched last Saturday. 

LS Lowry, Paul Nash, Frank Auerbach and 
Lynn Chadwick are among the artists being 
shown along with the photographs of David 
Hum, Tony Ray-Jones and Patrick Ward. 

Perry has always positioned himself at the 
margins of the art world and a theme of his work 
has been satirising the “boring cool people” in the 
art world. He said he was drawn to art that 
embodies a quiet nostalgia and restraint. 

• Unpopular Culture is on view Monday to 
Saturday from 10am-5pm until November 8.

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THE head of an older people’s forum 
has called for authorities in Kent to 
give more support and funding for 
initiatives that bring people of all 
ages together. 

Anne Belworthy was among 150 pensioners 
invited to a reception with Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown at 10 Downing Street to celebrate 
UK Older People’s Day on Wednesday. 

The event was held to celebrate and recognise 
the work of the elderly in society and brought 
together older people involved in charities, com¬ 
munity work and forums. 

Mrs Belworthy said she had heard about a 
lot of interesting initiatives that brought together 
young and old so they could learn from each 
other and break down misconceptions about 
the elderly. 

“A chap from Hackney told me about a group 
that mixed older and young people who 
were interested in photography, which is a good 
example and funded by Tower Hamlets Council. 

“I must say that some of the 
funding they got from their councils 
was quite something. 

“In Manchester there is an organi¬ 
sation called Valuing Older People, 
which has been given four full-time 
officers for support - we’ve never had 
that sort of thing. I’d like to see many 
more initiative in Kent.” 

She said Mr Brown was on fine 
form at the event, chatting and laugh¬ 
ing with his guests and making jokes.

Mrs Belworthy, who is chair of the 
East Kent Association of Senior 
Citizens Forums, also attended a lunch 
at Whitehall with the pensions 
reform minister Mike O’Brien. 

“I asked him about pensions this 
year and what the situation was in 
regard to the credit crunch and he 
said he was looking at setting them 
above the rate of inflation,” she said. 

Meanwhile in Kent, a senior citi¬ 
zens conference was held at the Kent 
County Cricket Ground in Canter¬ 
bury, organised by the forum. 


Health, access to transport, finance 
and inequalities in the council tax sys¬ 
tem were among the issues discussed. 

“I think the biggest issue is that of 
care,” Mrs Belworthy said. ‘When 
people need care in the home and 
paying for it - that is always a worry. 

“I do not think it is particularly bad 
in Kent, but because it is means-test¬ 
ed people worry about paying for it, 
even those who can afford it. 

“The whole argument is that it 
should be free, but at times like this 
that is just not possible.” 

Across the county around 8,000 
disabled and elderly people receive 
care at home. 

Kent County Council raised its 
domiciliary care charges earlier 
this year so that people are now 
having to pay up to 85 per cent of 
their disposable incomes to get help 


with basic needs such as getting out 
of bed, having a shower, using the toi¬ 
let, cooking and housework. 

The cost of social care is set to con¬ 
tinue to rise because in 10 years’ time 
there will be 63,100 more over 65- 
year-olds and a 25 per cent increase in 
the number of people with dementia. 

Energy prices were also a hot topic 
at the conference and many 
expressed fears over not being able to 
pay bills if costs continued to spiral, 
Mrs Belworthy added. 

Profile 

A spokesman for KCC’s adult social 
services said the authority supported 
the principle of initiatives that bring 
together the elderly and young 
people in the community. 

He said KCC had appointed coun¬ 
cillor Mike Angell as older people’s 
champion to increase the profile of 
the elderly. Cllr Angell’s position gives 
him the opportunity to lobby directly 
for projects involving older people. 


Be more ‘breast aware’ 


A BREAST surgeon in Medway 
has urged women and men to 
check themselves regularly. 

October is Breast Cancer 
Awareness month, which aims to 
highlight the need for people to 
become ^breast aware’. 

Delilah Hassanally, consultant 
oncoplastic breast surgeon at 
Medway NHS Foundation Trust, 
said: “Being ^breast aware’ means 
examining yourself so you get to 
know what is normal for you. 

“This means you can detect 
changes, if and when they occur. 
Self-examination is not recom¬ 
mended in isolation. Any concerns 
should be raised with a clinician.” 

She said breast awareness was 
one of the most important factors 


helping doctors pick up the early 
signs of breast cancer. 

Treatment for the cancer is most 
successful if a tumour is diagnosed 
early, which allows for it to be com¬ 
pletely removed through surgery. 

Miss Hassanally added: “The 
success of treatment in breast 
disease relies on early detection, 
which is made possible by raising 
breast awareness. I encourage all 
women and men in Kent to check 
their breasts regularly.” 

The more obvious symptoms 
people should look out for are a 
lump, pain, nipple discharge or a 
change in the breast. Routine 
screenings or mammograms are 
carried out on women from the 
age of 50-70 every three years.

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Gurkhas 
win court 
battle to 
stay in UK 


A GROUP of Gurkhas have won a land¬ 
mark High Court case allowing them to 
settle in the UK. 

The cases of2,000 other Nepalese troops 
recruited into the British Army are now 
being reviewed following the result. 

The Government changed its rules to 
allow those who retired after 1997 to 
settle here. But Gurkhas that retired 
before then said it was unfair they did not 
also have the automatic right to stay. 

Those who wanted to remain in the UK 
have had to apply for British residence 
and if they were turned down they faced 
being deported. 

Kent is home to the 550-strong 2nd 
Battalion The Royal Gurkha Rifles at 
Shomcliffe, Folkestone, and another 200 
serve in the Queens Gurkhas Engineers, 
part of Maidstone-based 36 Engineer 
Regiment. 

Following the legal victory for five 
Gurkhas and the widow of another, all those 
facing being kicked out may be able to stay. 

The six wanted a judicial review to be 
held into government claims the men did 
not have “strong ties” to the UK, as their 
main base was in Hong Kong until 1997. 

Moral debt 

But the judge, Mr Justice Blake, said the 
long military service of the Gurkhas, their 
conspicuous acts of bravery and commit¬ 
ment and loyalty to the Crown meant there 
should be a “moral debt of honour” to them. 

Surrounded by hundreds of Gurkhas 
outside court on Tuesday, actress Joanna 
Lumley, whose father served with the 
Brigade of Gurkhas for 30 years, said: 
“This day is more important than I can tell 
you because it gives our country a chance 
to right a great wrong.” 

In a damning judgement against the 
Ministry of Defence, the court decided the 
men were being treated unfairly and 
unlawfully. The judge said the policy used 
to remove them was misleading. 

The judge said the MoD’s advice to the 
Home Office on who gets settlement rights 
was confusing and resulted in “irrational 
and unlawful” restrictions being applied 
and the policy needed “urgent revisiting”. 

The judge pointed out the inconsistency 
that Falkland islanders were able to settle in 
the UK, yet Gurkha soldiers sent to protect 
them during the Falklands War were not. 

Chhantra Rai, the chairman of the 
British Gurkha Welfare Society said: “This 
appears to be great news, but there is still 
three months to wait.”

Into The Void climber’s stunning show 


&

A SPELLBOUND audience will 
transported to the summit of 
the world’s most challenging 
mountains in the company of 
expert climber Simon Yates. 

Mr Yates is an accomplished moun¬ 
taineer who has conquered many of the 
toughest peaks, in some cases becoming 
the first person to make the ascent. 

In his new touring show, Beyond The 
Void, which visits Tunbridge Wells this 
weekend, he shares his extraordinary 
experiences. 

“The show is about anecdotes really, a lot 
of which are fairly humorous, about my 
time as a mountaineer,” he said. 

“It’s about images and experiences from 
a lot of places around the world, which I 
think I can safely say most people are 
never going to visit. 

“A lot of images are unique because I’m 
climbing mountains that have not been 
climbed before.” 

Mr Yates, 45, grew up in a Leicestershire 
village and was introduced to rock climb¬ 
ing on a school trip at the age of 14. 

Since then he has become a respected 
member of the mountaineering communi¬ 
ty - but his career was nearly cut short 
when a trip to Siula Grande in the 
Peruvian Andes in 1985 went spectacular¬ 
ly wrong. 

The incident would become the subject of 
a bestselling book and subsequently the 
Bafta-winning film Touching The Void. 

When climbing partner Joe Simpson fell 
into a crevasse, Mr Yates was faced with an 
agonising choice. Believing Mr Simpson to 
be dead, he could either cut the rope that 
connected them or allow the weight of Mr 
Simpson’s body to drag him to his own 
death. 

He decided to cut the rope, an action 
which saved his own life and ultimately 
Mr Simpson’s, as he survived the fall and 
eventually managed to drag himself to 
safety, despite a badly broken leg.

ing experience but it had a happy out¬ 
come,” Mr Yates said. 

“I don’t know that I necessarily thought 
that at the time, but subsequently I’ve 
realised it had a very happy ending 
because we both walked away. Since then 
I’ve lost friends through mountaineering 
accidents. But at the time I was young and 
dedicated, so I just kept doing it.” 

Now a father of two young children, Mr 
Yates admitted he has become more cau¬ 
tious but is determined to continue pursu¬ 
ing his passion. He has just returned from 
making the first ascent of Monte Iorana in 
Tierra del Fuego, off the southern tip of 
South America, and has more adventures 
in the pipeline. 

“I know why I do it -1 enjoy it and it’s a 
mental and physical challenge in an 
extreme environment,” he said. 

“Through that challenge I feel I recon¬ 
nect with the natural world, something I 
guess we are disconnected from in our 
urbanised lives.”

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Governors agree two Kent institutions should combine 

New era in 


SOUTH Kent College is to merge with West Kent 
College in a bid to turn around the fortunes of an 
institution attacked as “inadequate” by inspectors. 

The decision was made at a 
meeting of college governors on 


Monday and signals one of the 
biggest changes in the institu¬ 
tion’s history. 

If given Government approval, 
the Tonbridge-based West Kent 
College’s management team will 
take over the running of the col¬ 
lege as of August 1, 2009. 

The move means the multi¬ 
million pound campus planned 
for Ashford is likely to become 
the new college’s HQ, switching 
from its base in Folkestone. 

Changes 

South Kent College operates 
out of Ashford, Dover and 
Folkestone, but has already hint¬ 
ed that the more than 14,000 
full- and part-time students it 
serves could see changes to exist¬ 
ing sites and the services offered. 

The Ofsted report in June 
revealed the college was also 
£1.6m in the red. 

Since the damning report, the 
governors have drafted in 
Monica Box as an interim princi¬ 
pal on a one-year deal to sta¬ 
bilise the college. 

She will lead the liaison with 
West Kent chiefs as it looks to 
restructure ahead of the merger. 

Mrs Box said: “Raising stan¬ 
dards is our priority and a merger 
with West Kent will help us drive 
up the quality of service we offer.” 

The merger decision signals an 
end to the possibility of an 
alliance with Lewes-based 
Sussex Downs College. 

Mrs Box said: “The curriculum 
offered by West Kent and South 
Kent will complement each 
other, yet allow for economies of 
scale that will help improve this 
college’s finances.” 

West Kent College principal 
Bill Fearon said it would operate 
a “multi-centred” college across 
the five main towns of 
Tonbridge, Tunbridge Wells, 
Dover, Folkestone and Ashford. 

Ashford and Tonbridge will be 
the two main centres “in the 
foreseeable future”. 

He said the current West Kent 
and South Kent managers would 
form a new team to be deployed 
across all centres “as appropriate”. 

All of which suggests the likeli¬ 
hood of redundancy in some roles 
as the two operations merge. 
Staff at South Kent are being 
kept informed of developments.

SKC remains heavily depen¬ 
dant on support from the

Mr Fearon said: “A successful 
merger will create financial 
security for the new college, and 
by combining the staff expertise 
and resources of the two existing 
colleges, there will be great oppor¬ 
tunity to develop new courses and 
training programmes for young 
people and adults alike. 

“The strength of the merger 
lies in the range of very strong 
partners from the private and 
public sectors who are keen to 
invest in the new college. 

“The four universities in Kent 
are all keen to work with the 
new college to further develop 
higher education and advanced 
level training across all five 
towns in the West and South. 
There is also opportunity to 
develop courses for adults in sig¬ 
nificant towns like Deal, 
Sevenoaks and Edenbridge.” 

Chairman of governors and 
county councillor Bryan Cope 
said: “We were determined our 
decision would preserve the 
strong local identity of further 
education provision in 
Folkestone, Dover and Ashford. 

Impressed 

‘We’ve been very impressed by 
the quality of the detail in the 
proposals from both West Kent 
and Sussex Downs. 

“But in the end, we decided 
West Kent would secure the best 
outcome for the learners of 
South Kent. 

“After all, our mission state¬ 
ment says: South Kent College, 
putting learners first.” 

Final approval for the merger 
rests with the Secretary of State, 
and SKC hopes this will be 
granted in spring 2009.

A FAULTY vacuum cleaner prob¬ 
ably started the fire that ripped 
through the Cutty Sark, police 
revealed this week, writes 
Jenna Pudelek. 

The 19th century tea clipper was about a 
quarter of the way through a restoration 
project when flames tore through 
the vessel in May last year. 
Investigators found that an 
industrial vacuum cleaner had 
been left on for 48 hours before 
the blaze started. 

“Evidence and CCTV footage of 
the fire in the 280ft ship show 
that it probably started towards 
the stem on the lower deck after 
the failure of a motor inside the 
industrial vacuum cleaner that 
was being used to remove waste,” 
said Det Chief Insp Dave 
Garwood, of the Metropolitan 
Police. 

He said there was no evidence 
the historic ship had been target¬ 
ed by arsonists. Workers failed to 
notice the machine was still on 
partly because a fire safety plan 
was not being properly followed. 

Complacency had made the 
possibility of a fire more likely, 

DCI Garwood told a press confer¬ 
ence on Tuesday. 

The 16-month investigation was carried 
out by police, the London Fire Brigade and 
Forensic Science Services. 

Fortunately, much of the 138-year-old ship 
had been removed from its dry dock at 
Greenwich for conservation or storage. 


Because of the fire the cost of the work has 
now risen to £35 million. Parts of the ship 
were moved to Chatham Historic Dockyard 
including three masts. 

Ian Bell, technical manager for Cutty Sark 
Enterprises, is leading the team carrying out 
the conservation and storage of the ship. 

He said: “Work has started on some of the 
pieces but it is weather dependant. Chatham 
is housing everything used to 
propel the ship through the 
water. We are going to make 
sure they are 100 per cent cor¬ 
rect so we can get the best life 
out of them.” 

The ship, which was launched 
in 1869, is the world’s last sur¬ 
viving tea clipper and used to 
sail between Britain and China. 

Mr Bell said all original and 
delicate structures from the clip¬ 
per were being kept in airtight 
containers under cover. 

“There are 528 planks from 
the hull in storage in an aircraft 
hanger,” he said. 

“Chatham has some of the 
original features but they are 
painted, robust items and pretty 
much bomb-proof.” 

Once the pieces have been 
brought up to scratch they will 
be taken back to Greenwich to 
be fitted onto the ship, he said. 

The restoration work is expected to be com¬ 
pleted in 2010, when the Cutty Sark will be 
raised and suspended so visitors can walk 
underneath. 

The Cutty Sark Trust, which owns the 
ship, said it would be speaking to its lawyers 
following the findings of the investigation.

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Wife finds solace 
in her husbands 
taken by cancer 


A WOMAN who lost two part¬ 
ners to a cancer caused by 
asbestos says they are both still 
looking after her as spirits, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Avril Gooding-Grant, 51, from Hoo, says 
her interest in the paranormal grew follow¬ 
ing the death of her husband Chris in 2001. 

Both he and second partner Les Alford 
were killed by the industrial disease mesothe¬ 
lioma, which manifests itself decades after 
its victims come into contact with asbestos. 

Mrs Gooding-Grant said: “Knowing they 
are both here with me makes it a lot easier 
for me to deal with things. 

“Chris’ energy is residual, which means 
he visits me, but I can feel Les’ presence 
24 hours a day because he actually lived in 
the house I’m in now. They’re both a great 
comfort. I used to belong to a spiritualist 
church in Gillingham and the resident 
medium did a reading for me a while back. 

“He told me Chris and Les both still loved 
me and were looking after me.” 

She now has a new man in her life, and 
admits he finds the situation difficult to 
deal with. 

Mrs Gooding-Grant said: “He doesn’t like to 
talk about it because he thinks it’s a bit 
spooky. But Chris and Les were two of the 
most wonderful people you could ever wish to

meet. I love the fact they’re still around and I 
don’t care if other people don’t believe me.” 

Mr Grant came into contact with the killer 
dust when working as an electrician more 
than 40 years ago, while Mr Alford was a 
lorry driver and mechanic for 30 years. 

Mrs Gooding-Grant received £40,000 in 
compensation following Mr Grant’s death, 
but says that money has almost run out. 

She is still waiting to see if she will 
receive a payout as a result of Mr Alford’s 
death as solicitors are unable to agree on 
where he may have come into contact with 
the asbestos. 

If ongoing tests conclude he inhaled the 
harmful particles while working for the 
long-since bankrupt Fuller Electric Ltd, 
which is likely, then there will be nobody for 
Mrs Gooding-Grant to claim a payout from. 


OAP pair lost on 
way to hospital 

TWO elderly women who were reported miss¬ 
ing after they failed to arrive at a hospital 
appointment in Maidstone have been found. 

Mari Vesey, who is known as Yvonne, 80 
and Rachel Hughes, who is known as Sheila, 
76, from Ightham, near Sevenoaks, were 
found safe in their car in Dorking, Surrey at 
around 4pm on Wednesday, police said. 

Inspector Simon Wilshaw said: “At the 
moment we don’t know exactly why they are 
in Dorking, but a likely explanation is that 
they have got lost on their journey.” 

Tlie women were reported missing by one 
of their daughters after they left for 
Summerfield Hospital at 1.45pm on Tuesday 
and failed to return in the evening. 

The daughter of Mrs Vesey said: “My moth¬ 
er and aunt are very confused as a result of 
their experience. They spent the night in hos¬ 
pital and will have further assessments.” 


Squirrels will go 
for any old rope 

CONSERVATIONISTS have launched an 
appeal for natural rope to provide climbing 
equipment for a family of red squirrels. 

The Wildwood Trust, which is based near 
Canterbury, said the endangered creatures 
are good climbers and respond well to the 
natural design of their enclosures. 

A spokesman asked for natural fibre rope 
such as Manila, sisal or hemp that has not 
been treated with any chemicals or painted 
to be donated to the centre, which is devoted 
to breeding indigenous British wildlife such 
as wolves, beaver, red squirrels and wild boar.

A day in the life of Kent Highway Services 


The teams at Kent Highway Services carry out a huge variety of tasks 
to keep Kent moving, but many people don’t realise just what it is that 
we do on a daily basis. 

David Hall is Head of Transport and Development at Kent Highway 
Services and his team is responsible for supporting regeneration and 
improving access to key services through transport. 



What’s the purpose of your role? 

I lead a team responsible for transport and 
development planning initiatives and projects 
across Kent. Among other things, we work with 
developers to make sure that there is 
appropriate infrastructure for new developments 
and we work with bus and rail companies 
to better integrate public transport. 

The work we do is certainly varied - it ranges 
from dealing with large planning applications 
such as Eastern Quarry in KentThameside, 
to major public transport schemes like Fastrack 
and local speed limit reviews and traffic 
calming schemes. 

How does your working day normally begin? 

I begin my working day at around 7.30 and 
spend about an hour dealing with 
correspondence and planning the rest of the 
day. Our office is very busy and once it gets to 
8:30, it’s hard to find any quiet time to do this! 
What does an average day normally entail? 
The work is so varied, there is no typical day. 
However, I frequently meet with my team 
leaders to make sure I’m up-to-speed with 
any issues there might be and I regularly 


meet with Keith Ferrin, the KCC Cabinet 
Member for Highways, to keep him 
informed about transport and planning 
issues. Talking to bus operators is another 
regular part of my role. It’s important that 
I work closely with them to make sure 
that Kent is at the forefront for new 
investment from the private sector. 

I’m closely involved with the Kent 
Freedom Pass scheme, which is proving 
hugely successful. 

I do spend a significant amount of time 
preparing for Highways Advisory Boards 
(HAB); checking reports and placing items 
on the agenda. It might not sound glamourous, 
but the HAB is a really important tool to deal 
with issues that affect local communities, 
so I take it very seriously. 

On a local level, I work with district and 
borough councils, as well as Councillors 
to tackle issues affecting communities. 

For example, I’m currently chairing the 
A258 working group which is trying to 
improve the crash record between Deal 
and Dover. 


History on the road 


When most people think about historical features in Kent, highway structures are not usually the 
first thing that springs to mind. However, did you know that the Kent highway network contains 
over 2700 highway structures and several of them have listed status? Despite their age, they’re 
still a vital part of Kent’s road system, and need careful maintenance. 

Two prime examples are the Victorian Royal Parade in 
Ramsgate and Wye bridge. 

The Royal Parade is a road rising up from the harbour, which 
is supported by a brick aqueduct with marine businesses 
located in the arches under the parade. We’ve recently 
restored 1230 balusters and 143 pier pieces. The viaduct’s 
deck structure and terracotta keystones were also restored 
a few years ago. It’s been a famous part of the Ramsgate 
skyline for many years, as well as being an important part 
of the road structure. 

In the same way, Wye bridge is a key part of the road network 
and it was originally built in 1683 to carry the road across the 
River Stour to Ashford. This structure is Grade 2 listed and it 
lies within a conservation area. A structural assessment led 
to traffic restrictions being introduced to protect it and when 
the decision was made to widen it, we used a sensitive 
design to keep it in line with its history. 

Have a look next time you’re out and about - you could be 
driving over history! 



What do you find most difficult about your job? 

It’s intensely frustrating when Kent Highway Services gets the blame 
because drivers are speeding. We spend a lot of money on traffic 
calming, but the problem often lies with driver behaviour, not the 
tarmac! We can change a speed limit, but it makes no difference if 
drivers don’t take responsibility for their actions behind the wheel. 
What’s the most rewarding aspect of your job? 

Definitely my team. We have to make a lot of difficult and sometimes 
unpopular decisions, but the whole team is always very professional.

A HOSPITAL has reopened after 
a superbug outbreak that led to 
the death of one of its patients. 

Livingstone Hospital in 
Dartford was given a deep clean 
and shut to new admissions fol¬ 
lowing four cases of Clostridium 
dif&cile in September. 

Dr Mathi Chandrakumar, 
director of the Kent Health 
Protection Unit, said: “My team 
has held meetings with staff at 
the hospital and I am satisfied 
that the necessary measures to 
control the infection have been 
taken. 

“We are continuing to monitor 
the situation and to support 
NHS West Kent in the work they 
are doing.” 


Dr Chandrakumar urged 
patients and visitors to ensure 
they washed their hands before 
and after visiting all hospitals.

New hope in fight 
against pollution 

Scientists’ invention to help reduce 
harmful carbon dioxide emissions

GREEN technology 

capable of drastically 
reducing the UK’s car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions 
has been developed by 
two Kent scientists. 

Accelerated Carbonation 
Technology (ACT) is the result of 
years of work by Dr Colin Hills 
and Dr Paula Carey, both of whom 
are based at the University of 
Greenwich at Medway. 

Their invention converts con¬ 
taminated land and industrial 
waste into harmless pebbles, cap¬ 
turing large amounts of carbon 
dioxide in the process. 


Should ongoing trials be success¬ 
ful, the scientists believe the UK 
could benefit from 500,000 tonnes 
of the harmful greenhouse gas 
being captured from household 
waste alone. 

Their Carbon8 firm has won a 
string of accolades for the innova¬ 
tion, and has also been shortlisted 
for the Times Higher Education 
Awards. The winners will be 
announced on October 23. 

Dr Carey said: “It’s fantastic to be 
nominated let alone win awards. 

“Last month we received 
£40,000 in funding for winning 
the Shell Springboard awards, 
as well as a trip to the Ferrari 
factory in Italy. 

“To have independent recogni¬ 
tion is important to us because we 
have been at the pilot stage for 
quite a long time. Now we’re on

the brink of some proper independent 
applications.” 

Waste products from energy plants, 
recycling plants and other industries 
naturally react with carbon dioxide 
over time, but the ACT technology rap¬ 
idly accelerates this process and mixes 
the resultant material with other 
waste to create new materials for the 
building trade. 

The energy firm E.ON, which has 
come under attack for its plans for a 
coal-fired power station at Kingsnorth, 
is currently harnessing Carbon8’s tech¬ 
nology at its centralised heat and 
power plant in Sittingboume. 

Dr Carey said: ‘We have a problem 
with climate change. It’s a fact and 
there is nothing we can do to stop it, so 
we just have to try to slow it. 

“The problem is coal-fired power sta¬ 
tions produce so much carbon dioxide 
we wouldn’t know what to do with the 
materials we could create from it. 

‘We would be in danger of flooding 
the market, which isn’t very strong in 
the current economic climate anyway. 

“However, because we are working 
with E.ON at the moment, it might 
strengthen our case to work with 
Kingsnorth in the future. 

“It would be better to capture some 
carbon dioxide there than none at all.” 

An E.ON spokesman said if plans for 
a new power station are approved, the 
firm would be likely to deal with the 
carbon dioxide using a process called 
‘amine scrubbing’. 

This would see the waste undergo a 
chemical reaction before it is released 
into the atmosphere, with the carbon 
dioxide pumped underground.

help the local community understand their 
own culture in a unique way.” 

The project, entitled Home to Home, saw 
the asylum seekers write, animate and edit 
four films entitled Our Country, Coming to 
England, Kamran’s Story and Small Rabbits. 

Screenings of the short films will be held at 
the Riverside Youth Centre, Kingsmead 
Road, Canterbury, between 11am and 1pm 
on Wednesday. The project cost £6,712 to 
develop, with the majority provided by the 
Media Box fund for creative teenagers.

Mr Richards said: “Unaccompanied asy¬ 
lum-seeking children have been forced by 
people or circumstances to travel alone to a 
country very different from their own. 

“They had no voice in their own countries 
and have had little opportunity to show their 
views and feelings here. 

‘Yet these teenagers are intelligent, pas¬ 
sionate and brave. Through their eyes we can 
see our own culture from a fresh standpoint.” 

Topics covered in the films range from the 
story of a young Afghan’s life and his journey 
_. to the UK, to a tale of three rabbits who 
escape danger in their homeland and 
therefore mirror the reality of their cre¬ 
ators’ lives. 

One of the pieces also contains a com¬ 
parison of Iran and the UK through the 
eyes of a young Iranian. 

Mr Richards said: “Short animated

films are a perfect vehicle for these young 
people, who have much to say but are 
wary of drawing too much attention to 
themselves.” 

Upon entering the UK, asylum-seeking 
children are placed into community cen¬ 
tres by social services until they are 
moved on to new homes. 

Kran supports social services by teach¬ 
ing the youngsters everything from basic 
life skills such as cooking and cleaning, to 
the English language. 

They also organise meetings with com¬ 
munity liaison officers in order to teach 
them basic laws that may be different 
from their own counties.

“I represent quite a mixed area and there 
are pockets of poverty in Swanley as well as 
in north Sevenoaks. 

“But there are also people who are going 
to be hit hard by cutbacks in the City. 
Residents in west Kent will be hit harder 
than those in east Kent because there are 
more commuters here who could find them¬ 
selves out of work.” 

Mr Fallon said the main concern among 
his constituents was debt built up through¬ 
out the year due to rising food and fuel 
costs. 

In denial 

He added: “In my 11 years as MP for 
Sevenoaks I have never known a time 
when so many people were having difficul¬ 
ties with money. 

“I noticed the increase in people coming 
to my advice surgeries to talk to me about 
it before Christmas, and the Citizens 
Advice Bureau has told me the same. 

“The main advice I give them is to 
seek professional help and to sort out their 
priorities. 

“A lot of people stay in denial about their 
debt problems for a long time, but the soon¬ 
er they recognise what is wrong and work 
to rectify it the better.” 

According to the 2007 annual survey of 
hours and earnings, the population of 
Sevenoaks contains higher than average 
numbers of managers and senior officials 
(19.2 per cent) and administrative and sec¬ 
retarial workers (19.5 per cent). 

It also has a lower than average number 
of people who work in the plant and 
machinery industry (13.7 per cent).

He said: “It’s in a bad way and things appear 
to be getting worse, which is very concerning, 
but the real worry is that people can’t see an 
end to the problems. We have to get more con¬ 
fidence back into the system, and that 


involves having banks we can trust. They 
need to improve the way they protect people’s 
savings, and the authorities need to pump 
more money into the system.”

AN INSIDER’S insight into the 
secret wartime world of the coun¬ 
try’s major code-breaking centre - 
Bletchley Park - has been given 
by a Kent author. 

James Thirsk, who is one of the few 
remaining staff of the Buckinghamshire 
establishment still alive, worked as 
a traffic analyst attached to Hut 6 
at Station X during World War 
Two. 

The 94-year-old, who lives near 
Tonbridge, reveals in his new book 
- Bletchley Park: An Inmate’s 
Story - what it was like working 
alongside renowned mathemati¬ 
cians and cryptographers such as 
Alan Turing. 

Bletchley Park was most famous for dis¬ 
covering the secrets of the German Enigma 
code machine. 

Mr Thirsk told KOS Media how he helped 
to produce the high-level intelligence which 
has been credited as being vital to the Allied 
war effort and is thought by many to have 
shortened the conflict. 

“Parts of it were exciting, but not all the 
time,” he said. “It could not keep me excited 
for four years. 

“There were lots of set-backs and gloomy 
periods but it was very interesting when it 
was going well.” 

The retired librarian, from Yorkshire, vol¬ 
unteered for the Intelligence Corps in 1941, 
with no idea where he would end up. 

In 1942 he found himself in the “strange” 
world centred around Bletchley, among near¬ 
ly 10,000 civilians and Armed Forces men and 
women and working shifts 24-hours a day. 

Asked whether if, with the secretive nature 
of the work, he was aware of the importance 
of what they were doing, he said: “We knew 
how important it was because our particular 
branch knew about the Enigma and knew it 
had been broken. 


Code breaker

“The majority of people there 
were doing more routine jobs and 
would not have known because the 
secret was kept so close. 

“The generals like Montgomery 
would probably get information 
based on the Enigma messages but 
only he and his right-hand man 
alone would know about the source.” 
Cracking the Nazis’ Enigma 
codes is thought to be among the greatest 
breakthroughs at Bletchley, near Cambridge. 

Mr Thirsk was keen to pay tribute to the 
code-breakers in Poland who originally 
decrypted messages from the machine in 
1932, and passed on their discoveries to 
Britain and France after the invasion. 

“Alan Turing was a mathematical genius 
and did amazing work in breaking or 
decrypting this German ciphers machine, 
which they thought was impregnable. 

“But the team at Bletchley proved it was 
not, and a lot of useful information came from 
it and was of great use to the Allies,” he said. 

Turing, the ‘father of modem computer 
science’, also built the Colossus computer 
at Bletchley. 

“People think it was something to do with 
the Enigma but it was devised as a type of 
computer to solve another cipher the Germans 
were using called the ‘Fish’ ciphers,” he said. 

Mr Thirsk’s work as a traffic analyst 
involved working through the logs kept by 
people, mostly women, all over the country 
who intercepted enemy radio messages. 

He said this worked alongside direction 
finding, which involved locating Nazi army 


divisions by listening to radio frequencies, and 
those decrypting messages to give Allied com¬ 
manders in the field a better sense of enemy 
movements. 

“So the unit I was in knew more about the 
general set up of the German armed resources 
than they did in Germany themselves,” he said. 

The author also gives a touching account of how 
he met his wife, Joan Watkins, at Bletchley. 

She was serving as an Auxiliary Territorial 
Service (ATS) girl, but their courtship was 
made difficult because as a company sergeant

major it was deemed improper for her, as an 
officer, to associate with him. 

But they married in September, 1945, and 
Joan, now 86, is a retired Oxford history don 
who is still writing books and giving lectures.

downward spiral and end up killing them¬ 
selves a lot quicker. 

“I also want to raise the profile of lung dis¬ 
ease generally because the 
World Health Organisation 
says it is set to kill one in 
three people by 2020, which is 
huge. 

“You obviously have to work 
harder when you exercise if 
you have it, but it can be done. 

People who take it seriously 
are often fitter than people 
who do not have lung disease 
but do no exercise.” 

Ms Fraser, from Whitstable, 
was a state-registered art 
therapist working at an NHS 
mental health centre when 
she was diagnosed with emphysema in 2000. 

She had given up smoking 15 years earlier 
but believes that may still have been the 
cause, although she had also worked in 
building projects in the past without wearing 
a mask. Pictures taken on the bike ride were 


initially posted on her website 
www.drawingbreath.org, but the 
exhibition will feature entirely 
new work taken since she com¬ 
pleted the challenge. 

Ms Fraser said: “I found myself 
out of breath quite a lot and if I 
had to go up a steep hill I would have to push 
it for about 40 paces, then stop for a two- 
minute break. 

“It was quite euphoric to finally finish after 
five weeks. The final straight was downhill 
into Hastings and I actually felt rather emo¬ 


tional. It was like: ‘Wow, I’ve done it’.” 

Emphysema is a chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease, which in 2005 killed 11,302 
women - about 400 more than breast cancer. 

Drawing Breath Recycled, which has been 
funded by Arts Council England, will be on 
at the Horsebridge until October 21.

A TEENAGER who has raised 
more than £43,000 for charity 
despite being wheelchair-bound, 
blind and virtually deaf has been 
nominated for a national award. 

Nicole Dryburgh, 19, from Whitstable, has 
the chance to be named one of Cosmopolitan 
magazine’s ultimate women of the year for 
her steadfast determination in the face of 
severe disabilities. 

The teenager was diagnosed with cancer 
when she was just 11 and has since suffered 
a brain haemorrhage and a stroke. 

But Nicole’s numerous setbacks have 
not dampened her spirits, and earlier this 
year she was named Britain’s most inspir¬ 
ing fundraiser. 

Mum Jackie said her daughter would be 
delighted to win the Cosmopolitan award, for 
more reasons than one. 

She said: “Nicole likes the title of this one. 
She’d like to be known as an ultimate 
woman. 

“She’s always shocked when people nomi¬ 
nate her for awards, though because she 
doesn’t do her charity work for that. She does 
it because she enjoys helping people. 

‘Whenever she wins awards like this it is a 
bonus for me too, because it’s nice for her to 
receive some thanks for all the hard work 
she puts in.” 

Operation 

Nicole was a keen, competition-winning 
gymnast when an operation revealed a rare 
type of cancerous tumour close to her spine. 

It was reduced through radiotherapy but 
two years later she suffered the brain haem¬ 
orrhage which left her blind at 13. 

This was followed by a debilitating stroke 
that confined her to a wheelchair, and late last 
year tumours were discovered behind Nicole’s 
ears which have almost destroyed her hearing. 

But when she is not visiting hospital spe¬ 
cialists, the youngster is thinking up new 
and imaginative ways to raise money for 
charity 

Earlier this year she abseiled 100ft down 
the side of Kings College Hospital in London, 
where she has raised enough money for a 
new neuro-rehabilitation suite. 

Nicole has even written a book, The Way I 
See It, which earlier this year was featured 
in The Mirror newspaper. 

Ms Dryburgh said: “To be so young and 
have such devastating things happen to you, 
Nicole could have gone one way or the other.

“She could have felt sorry for herself and 
asked ‘why me?’ but she has never said that 
and has always just got on with things.

A PHOBIA of talking - 'selective 
mutism’ - affects six in every 1,000 
children but a lack of awareness 
about the condition means it often 
goes undiagnosed and untreated. 

An expert in childhood communication disor¬ 
ders explained that the rare anxiety condition 
was the persistent failure of affected young¬ 
sters to speak in specific social situations. 

Maggie Johnson, who works as a speech and 
language advisor for East and Coastal Kent 
NHS Community Services, said examples 
included children being mute at school, with 
peer groups and teachers, but breaking then- 
silence in more familiar situations such as at 
home with family members. 

“For many years it was regarded as a behav¬ 
ioural problem and it was only in 1994 that the 
official world health category was changed so 
the wording of it described it as persistent fail¬ 
ure rather than a persistent refusal to speak. 

“It is not a case of the child being wilful or 
stubborn and although that was discovered 
nearly 20 years ago, the damage was still done. 

“There is no training for teachers or medical 
professionals in the initial stages, so it is pot 
luck whether they know about it,” she said. 

The Selective Mutism Information and 
Research Association (SMIRA) has arranged 
the first awareness week to high¬ 
light the condition, which starts 
on Monday. 

Ms Johnson helps children with the 
disorder in Thanet and Canterbury, [-> 
and wants to raise awareness of selec¬ 
tive mutism among teachers and 
family doctors so it can be diagnosed 
and treated in its early stages. 

She said: “It is rare condition but 
affected children are at significant 
disadvantage personally and socially. 

It is also a greater barrier to learning, with the 
emphasis on speech in the school curriculum.” 

She has written a manual for professionals 
on how to treat the condition along with Alison 
Wintgens, speech and language therapist at St 
George’s hospital, London. 

“Early identification is important so that 
some form of intervention can be planned, as 
the condition may not improve spontaneously, 
leading to the child becoming a withdrawn 
and socially isolated teenager with an uncer¬ 
tain future. 

“Children with selective mutism are vulner¬ 
able to bullying and may underachieve at 
school because of their difficulty with commu¬ 
nicating,” she said. 

Ms Johnson said there was always a trigger 
for the disorder and that it affects children 
who are naturally anxious. 

“It could be that a brother or sister has gone 
into hospital and someone starts talking to 
the child who they don’t know. 

“They transfer one feeling of anxiety to 
the fact that someone is trying to talk to 
them. As a result the child could come to 
associate communication with an unfamil¬ 
iar person in an unfamiliar setting with a 
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panicked feeling,” she said. 

Ms Wintgens said the psy¬ 
chological problem was linked 
to fear of others hearing then- 
voice and hyper-sensitivity to 
the reactions of others. The 
child develops a phobia of talk¬ 
ing which prevents them from speaking, 
even when they want to. 

She said: “There has been an increase in 
the amount of pressure we are under in soci¬ 
ety. In pre-schools and playgroups people are 
seeing it often. Everyone in a playgroup 
knows a child not able to speak. 

“Children are expected to speak very early 
there are targets in playschools all children 
are expected to achieve. 

“Family structures are constantly chang¬ 
ing. There is so much anxiety around,” Ms 
Johnson added, explaining the increase in 
cases of children with the disorder.

Our loss would 
be London’s gain 

ON PAPER Michael Fuller certainly 
appears to have the credentials to succeed 
Sir Ian Blair in the UK’s top policing job. 

He has spent the vast majority of his 
career with the Metropolitan Police, during 
which time he set up Operation Trident to 
tackle black-on-black gun crime. 

Mr Fuller was instrumental in 
estabhshing the anti-burglary initiative, 
Operation Bumblebee, and the Racial and 
Violent Crime Task Force in response to the 
Stephen Lawrence inquiry. 

He holds honorary doctorates in law and 
was called to the Bar last year. 

Add in his success in Kent and it is easy to 
see how the odds on him becoming the next 
Met Commissioner were cut to 10/1, and 
how much the county would miss him. 

In July, Home Office figures showed that 
between April, 2007, and March, 2008, the 
number of crimes recorded in Kent had 
dropped by 15,133 to 131,269, compared 
with the previous year. 

And in an interview with this newspaper 
last month, Mr Fuller pledged to build on 
that 10.3 per cent drop and bring offending 
rates down further. 

Mr Fuller is not afraid to speak out. 
Whereas Sir Ian reportedly alienated some 
rank-and-file officers, Mr Fuller backed his 
officers in their pay dispute with the Home 
Office. He also attacked the Government 
by claiming the public was losing 
confidence in its criminal justice policies. 

The other issue that, rightly or wrongly, 
will be a factor is Mr Fuller’s colour. 

The fact he is black wouldn’t make him 
any better at the commissioner’s job, but 
such an appointment would send a powerful 
message to those members of London’s 
minorities who harbour suspicions of the 
police.

Here we go again 

When she moved to Thanet 

JOAN GODDARD wanted 

respite, what she found 
was the China Gateway 


THE fickle finger of fate has done 
it again! Ten years ago, I left the 
London suburb of Kingston-upon- 
Thames to live in the peaceful 
countryside and unspoilt 
marshes of the Hoo peninsula. 

There I met my husband. We 
got caught up in a passionate No 
Airport at Cliffe campaign, then 
environmental threats from 
Thames Gateway, Lower Thames 
Crossing and a new coal-fired 
power station at Kingsnorth 
followed. 

Having been frequent visitors 
to Thanet, we decided enough was 
enough and retired to the peace 
and quiet of our bungalow by the 
sea. Then fate dealt its ugly blow. 

Four weeks ago we discovered 
we live in the midst of the China 
Gateway proposal and that 
Thanet council is voting on 
whether to pass outline planning 
permission for Phase I on 
Thursday. Needless to say, there 
has not been a high-profile 
consultation and most people 
have still not heard about it. 

Having looked at the plans, a 
major concern is that this three- 
phase project is potentially so 
huge it will impact on 
neighbouring boroughs. 

This appears to have gone 
unnoticed by councillors. Phase I 
would be built on land designated 
for job creation in the Local Plan. 
Subsequent phases (II and III are 
in the public domain) would be 
built on prime farmland. 

From the documentation we 
have seen, we do not believe 
Phase I is a stand-alone project, 
which implies automatic 
acceptance of phases II and III. 


Thanet council held a cabinet 
meeting on September 18, 
passing a motion for the 
Secretary of State to consider 
allowing an extension to Local 
Plan development land. 

China Gateway would be 
adjacent to Manston Business 
Park. We believe it to be a vast 
warehousing project for the 
storage and distribution of 
Chinese goods. Councillors and 
developers Commercial Group 
Properties say there will be 
research, development and 
warehousing opportunities, 
implying quality jobs. Phase I is 
only warehousing. 

Since there is no manufacturing 
opportunity in any phase, 
common sense suggests it would 
be more economical for R&D to be 
done in China. The complex is to 
be on top of Thanet’s natural 
drinking water supply, which is a 
real cause for alarm. China’s 
environmental record is not good. 

Thanet council and the 
developers are promising 
“thousands of jobs”. Persistent 
inquiries have produced no 
evidence of this. A developers’ 
representative did say 10 per cent 
of direct jobs would go to the 


Chinese, but had no facts about 
the other 90 per cent. 

Apparently, secondary jobs on 
offer for Thanet workers were 
mowing, cleaning, signage and 
vending services - at best 
seasonal and spasmodic work. 

In August, 2,543 people 
collected Job Seekers Allowance 
in Thanet. To attract “thousands 
of jobs” to the area, together with 
other job creation schemes and 
development proposals, can only 
be described as overkill. 

Some reports say this complex 
could be operational 24/7. Several 
buildings are 14 to 15 metres 
high so will be seen for miles. This 
would mean light pollution for 
many. 

Developers’ documents show 
approximately 17,000 daily truck 
trips to service the hub with all 
three phases operational. Such 
increased volume of traffic may 
eventually lead to gridlock in 
Kent. There would be serious 
pollution issues, too. 

There are no facts regarding 
tonnage, type of goods, how they 
will be shipped here, or 
distribution destinations. With 
crucial details missing, we can 
only surmise greater levels of 



containers into Thamesport and 
Felixstowe. This would impact on 
the Hoo peninsula and the 
Dartford Crossing. 

Should China Gateway be 
adopted in all three phases, it 
would be the perfect vehicle for 
KCC to pressurise government 
for the Lower Thames Crossing. 

Thanet council leader Sandy 
Ezekiel said: “Chinese companies 
coming to Manston are here for 
its strategic location. It will be the 
hub for their European business 
as well as the UK, not just 
warehousing.” 

This implies freight expansion 
at Manston, too. The Sunday 
Telegraph has published an 
article on China’s shrinking 
economy. Will Thanet be left in 
ruins if the bubble bursts? 

Are Thanet council and 
Commercial Group Properties 
willing to throw away prime 
farmland, quality of life and rural 
heritage for what seem little more 
than wild promises? 

We believe this is a Kent issue 
and should be treated as such. If 
you agree, write or email your 
concerns to Thanet council and 
the Secretary of State.

Airport a non-starter 

Along with the RSPB, Friends of the North 
Kent Marshes are wholly opposed to the con¬

struction of an airport anywhere in the 
Thames Estuary because of the immense 
damage it would cause to internationally 
important wildlife and the environment. 

The whole issue was exhaustively investi¬ 
gated between 2002 and 2005 in the 
Government’s Aviation 
White Paper. 

All the key players, 
including the aviation 
industry, contributed. 

The idea of an airport in 
the estuary was conclu¬ 
sively ruled out and 
upheld by the High 
Court. In addition to the 
unprecedented environ¬ 
mental damage and the resulting massive 
legal implications, the investigation found 
that an estuary airport did not make sense 
economically, would not meet the require¬ 
ments of the aviation industry and presented 
a significantly higher risk of bird strike than 
at any other major airport in the UK 

It would potentially be the single biggest 
piece of environmental vandalism ever perpe¬ 
trated in the UK 

The Government would have to recreate 
any lost or damaged habitat elsewhere before 
work on the airport could start. 

And even then only if it could prove there 
was no alternative site and that it was in the 
overriding public interest. 

They would face a legal battle that could 
last for years. The estuary contains one of the 
biggest arrays of internationally protected 
wildlife habitat - Special Protection Areas - 
in Europe. 

These protected areas stretch all down the 
estuary. Every year, the wider estuarine 
complex is a hub for 300,000 migrant birds 
that rely on the area for feeding and roosting. 

Any damage must be compensated for and 
there is nowhere in the estuary, arguably in 
Europe, where such large-scale damage could 
be compensated for adequately. 

Climate change remains the greatest 
threat to biodiversity and we believe there 
should be no further airport expansion. 

The impact of an airport in the estuary 
would extend far outside the immediate area. 
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Emissions from aircraft are one of the fastest 
growing sources of greenhouse gases. 

The demand for flights should be managed 
rather than just accepted as necessary. 

In a low-lying area, the threat of climate 
change is particularly significant and it is 
foolhardy to consider building an airport that 
would only contribute to the problem. 

The Government’s plans for the Thames 
Gateway are being promoted as low-carbon 
and stress the importance of green space and 
the natural environment as part of its 
success. 

An estuary airport would remove any possi¬ 
bility of the Gateway being low-carbon. 

An airport in the estuary would be 
massively expensive. Existing and planned 
transport infrastructure links are inadequate 
and would further add to the cost. 

Recent statements by London Mayor Boris 
Johnson do nothing to alter these findings. 

The threats and the risks remain the same. 

An airport in the Thames Estuary is a 
non-starter ecologically, environmentally and 
economically.

Red in tooth and claw 

Reading the letters regarding the shooting of 
game birds, I offer the opinions of a bird¬ 
watcher of more than 50 years’ experience 
who can consider the wider implications. 

I do not like the shooting or killing of any 
creature but, as a committed carnivore, I feel 
I have no right to criticise those who perform 
the dastardly deed on my behalf, irrespective 
of whether it is enjoyed or not. 

The raising of pheasants and partridges for 
shooting is probably the finest example of 
free-range poultry farming in this country. 

Even their execution over the guns is very 
much a hit or miss affair (pardon the pun), 
conducted on familiar territory with better 
than even chances of escaping unscathed. 

Compare this with the lot of chickens 
which, at a very early age, are rounded up 
and driven miles to the slaughterhouse to 
face an inevitable and clinical death. 

Many game birds survive the season to go 


on to enjoy the luxury of procreation the 
following spring. The numbers that are shot 
are replaced the following season. 

I find the allegation regarding the burial of 
pheasant corpses unbelievable, as these birds 
are a source of both food and income. 

As for conservation, there are many small 
copses and other woodlands in Kent which 
have survived because of shooting. 

Here on Sheppey, where natural cover is 
scarce, maize strips and blocks are planted 
and many are under-sown with other food 
plants, such as millet. 

This is not merely attractive to the 
pheasants. Large flocks of finches and 
buntings survive the winter because of this 
food source. 

The vegetarians I know almost invariably 
own a cat and then preach that they love 
wildlife. Yet their pets are responsible for the 
deaths of more songbirds than pheasants 
taken by shooters. 

With a minimum of 10 million cats in the 
UK, and an average of three bird-kills a year 
each, the maths are simple. 

People who are genuinely concerned for 
wildlife would be better off trying to abolish 
cat ownership, not casting aspersions on 
matters they might not fully understand.

Canterbury Christ Church 
University believes the loss of thou¬ 
sands of jobs in the financial sector 
will mean people looking for a career 
change could be inspired to retrain 
as teachers. 

The Training and Development 
Agency for Schools, which is respon¬ 
sible for recruiting teachers, said it 
had seen a 34 per cent year-on-year 
increase in people visiting its website 
and has already been giving presen¬ 
tations in Canary Wharf, home to 
several big financial companies. 

Dr John Moss, the university’s 
dean of education, said: “There are 
people who commute to London who 
are going to lose their jobs.

WHAT is it that makes you fall in 
love with one house and have the 
hairs stand up on the back of your 
neck at another? And this even 
before you have put your foot 
inside the front door. 

If you are putting your house up for sale now, 
with the market harder than it has been for 
years, you will know creating a good first 
impression will need thought and preparation. 

Take a cold and calculating look at your 
front garden. What can you to do to improve it? 
How can the few steps to your front door 
impress your prospective buyer? He may be 
looking at the house, but he will be taking in 
the atmosphere of the garden; the house, after 
all, sits in its garden, and the two must com¬ 
plement each other. 

A group of pots near the front door adds a 
certain gentleness to the house, softening the 
rigid geometric outlines.

Glossy evergreen foliage looks clean, and of 
course the leaves haven’t been polished, but if 
they look as if they have, then what kind of 
impression have you created? The soft sheen 
and golden foliage of Choisya ternata 
‘Sundance’ will brighten a shady comer. 

Choose plants with perfume; our sense of 
smell is often overlooked, but the aromatic 


foliage of herbs and scent of flowers is very 
powerful. Myrtus communis, common myrtle, 
has fragrant flowers well into the autumn, fol¬ 
lowed by black berries through the winter. 

The colour and perfume of beautiful plants 
will seduce even the non-gardener. Make the 
right choices now and you could find that your 
garden could sell your house for you.

NEW parents always want to give 
their baby the red carpet treat¬

First, measure the room and do an accurate 
scale drawing of the space. Then draw in, to 
scale, any pieces of furniture that you already 
have which will make choosing any new pieces 
easier as you’ll know how much room you have 
for them, and are less likely to make mistakes. 

A durable but inexpensive carpet is essential 
as it will inevitably get stained and need 
replacing after a few years. 

A cot/bed will have a longer life than just a 
cot. Position it so it’s not in direct sunlight or 
next to a heater. 

Ample storage is another must - if there’s lit¬ 
tle floor space consider wall hooks and shelves. 

Ensure windows can be blacked out for 
daytime naps. Blackout blinds plus lined 
curtains are a practical and stylish solution. 

Have two sorts of light - a bright overhead 
light and a low-level light to use at night.

Alternatively, fairy lights fixed securely 
along a picture rail are a pretty way of provid¬ 
ing a soft light.

Get to the core 
of storing apples 

Apples which ripen before the end of 
September don’t generally store well. You’re 
better off turning them into puree, juice or 
cider. The best keeping apples will happily 
hang on the trees, to be picked before the first 
hard frost hits them in October. 

There are a number of ways to store apples 
and it doesn’t have to cost a fortune. Some gar¬ 
dening retailers sell expensive, traditional- 
looking racking systems made of wood which 
keep the fruit fresh and dry, allowing plenty of 
air to circulate between layers. 

Some gardeners use dead fridges or freezers, 
as the temperature and humidity within are 
constant and they are rat and mouse-proof.

A FRIEND of mine has kindly been 
giving me great bags of cooking 
apples from her heavily-cropping tree, 
which I’ve been cooking and freezing 
to keep me stocked up on crumble and 
pie fillin gs for months to come. 

I’m not lucky enough to have an apple tree in 
my own garden, but for those whose apples are 
ripening and ready for picking, storage is all- 
important.

However, you do have to cut holes in the door 
or lid seal to allow some air in. 

A simpler method is just to lay the apples in 
trays on a bed of crumpled or shredded news¬ 
paper and keep them in a frost-free, cool dark 
place which isn’t too dry. They will also store 
successfully in large, loose plastic bags with 
air holes punched in them. 

Preparing apples for storage may also 
help their longevity. 

You can do this by initially leaving them 
in a cool, airy place for a couple of days to 
sweat out any excess moisture and then put 
them out at night on a chilly but frost-free 
evening and store them first thing in the 
morning before they have warmed. 

A garage or shed, where the temperature 
remains constant, is probably the best place 
to store them. If you don’t have that room, 
put them in the salad drawer of the fridge. 

If fruits are carefully picked and are 
devoid of bruises or blemishes which may 
cause them to rot, they should last until 
Christmas. 

Good varieties which will keep for ages 
include Granny Smith, Tydeman’s Late 
Orange and Brownlees Russet. 

Early apples are best eaten off the tree, as 
they go pappy in a few days, while mid-sea- 
son apples are best eaten as soon as they’ve 
been picked, although many will keep for 
weeks if picked just under-ripe and stored 
in the cool. 

Don’t store early varieties with lates, and 
don’t keep them near pears, onions, garlic 
or potatoes as they will cross-taint. 

Apples which are individually wrapped in 
paper keep longer. Any showing signs of dis¬ 
ease or rotting should be immediately 
removed before it spreads to nearby fruits. 

If you want to reduce the risk of disease 
earlier on in the season, remove crowded, 
congested and damaged apples from the 
tree while they are still growing. This 
improves the size and quality of those 
remaining and prevents biennial bearing, 
where a tree is stuck in a cycle of producing 
masses of fruit one year and then missing 
the next because it’s so exhausted. 

Apples should be thinned after the mid¬ 
summer June drop occurs, and at least 
twice again afterwards. 
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It’s seed gathering season

BEFORE you ditch those tired 
summer container plants, cut 
down your perennials or dig up 
the bolted veg from your allotment, 
spend a little time gathering 
seeds to give you an abundance 
of flowers and fruits next year. 

Self-seeders include annual poppies, foxgloves, 
lady’s mantle, aquilega and love-in-a-mist, 
which will pop up all over the place in future 
years. If you want a more organised display, col¬ 
lect the seeds before they self-sow, so you can 
control where they appear in the garden. 

Saving seed is an economical way to build 
up numbers of species to create drifts, but 
remember that seed from highly-bred plants 
won’t come true and should be viewed as 
experimental only. 

Seeds from many plants, including nasturtium 
and nigella, should be stored in paper envelopes 
in a cool, diy place until you are ready to sow 
them under cover in early spring. 

Choose a still, sunny day to gather seeds, 
looking for seed-heads that have turned 
brown and seem on the verge of splitting. 

Collect semi-ripe seedheads of rock plants 
and perennials in paper bags, hanging 
them in a dark, well-ventilated place. 
Seedheads from some species will open, 
releasing the seed into the bottom of the 
bag, making it easy to collect. Others need 
to be prised open to extract the seed. 

Sieves 

If you have a lot of early-flowering plants 
in your garden, they may have already self- 
seeded. Look around and you may be able to 
save some of them, increasing your stock 
without having to sow seed. You can dig up 
the seedlings, pot them up and label the 
pots. They should be treated gently, like 
unrooted cuttings, until they become more 
established. Place the pots in a cold frame 
or in a shady part of the greenhouse. 
Alternatively let them grow on a shady 
windowsill indoors. 

Newcomers to saving seeds may be wor¬ 
ried about how to handle them. Some gar¬ 
deners have a variety of sieves with differ¬ 
ent sized holes to filter the dust and other 
debris from the seeds. 

The most important thing about saving 
seeds is to keep them dry. Ideally, store 
them in small paper envelopes in airtight 
jars in a dark, cool room. To keep moisture 
at bay, pop a sachet of silica gel crystals 
into the jar. 

Gardeners who have an abundance of 
particular types of seeds may find a num¬ 
ber of seed-swap forums and websites such 
as Seedy People (www.seedypeople.co.uk) 
and Over The Garden Gate (www.overthe-

gardengate.net) useful to put them in touch 
with other seed-swappers. 

The Tree Council is also encouraging gar¬ 
deners to gather up tree seeds with the 
launch of its Seed Gathering Season, which 
runs until October 23. 

This is the best time in the year to gather 
seeds from many of our more common trees. 
Conkers, acorns, birch cones, beechnuts, ash 
helicopters, rowan berries and apples are just 
some of the fruits and nuts ripe for gathering in 
the autumn and nurturing to grow into trees. 

The Tree Council is encouraging the public to 
organise anything from guided walks to work¬ 
shops and other activities to gather seeds, nuts 
and fruits to grow a whole range of trees. 

When collecting your seeds, think carefully 
about where you will plant your young trees 
and consider their size when fully grown. In 
smaller gardens, go for smaller trees like 
rowan, hazel, birch and cherry, or shrubs like 
dogwood and the native viburnums (guelder 
rose and wayfaring tree).

Get handy 


Get the job done with a little 
help from DIY guru Julia Gray 



WHEN you are doing DIY, some of 
the most useful tools are multi-pur¬ 
pose ones, such as the Exakt Saw, 
which is designed to be a jigsaw, 
hand saw and circular saw in one. 

The blade, the depth of which is adjustable, 
spins at 4,000rpm, making it straightforward 
to saw through almost any material - up to a 
depth of 12mm - including wood, tiles, plastic, 
slate, laminate and metal. 

One of the best things about the saw is that 
it is small and easy to manoeuvre. It can even 
be hooked up to your vacuum cleaner so that 
sawdust is immediately sucked away - how 
clever is that? The saw costs £79.99 from 
www.JMLdirect.com. 

If you are going to sand your floorboards, 
you’ll need something to do the comers with, 
and the new Bosch PSM 80A multi-sander 
could be just the job. The sander uses Micro 
Velcro to keep the sanding sheets firmly in 
place (the sheets should last longer because 
they can be rotated for extended use), a high- 
performance 80W motor and a micro-filter 
integrated dust box, which is said to collect 
three times as much dust as other electric 
sanders - a great feature. 

The Bosch PSM 80A costs around £34.99. 
See www.bosch-do-it.co.uk/diy. 

SEASONAL TASK: The evenings are already 
pretty cold, and if you want your central heat¬ 
ing to work efficiently then you may need to 
bleed the radiators. To do this, simply insert a 
radiator key or a small screwdriver (depend¬ 
ing on the type of radiator) into the bleed valve 
on the radiator, which is usually at the top. 

Before you begin, ensure that the radiator is 
turned off and cold, otherwise it’s dangerous, 
and cover up the surrounding floor. Slowly 
turn the key/screwdriver until you hear a 
‘swooshing’ sound, which is the air being 
expelled. When fluid starts coming out, quick¬ 
ly turn the key/screwdriver the other way to 
shut off the valve. 

TOP TIPS FOR... sanding floorboards 

• All protmding nails in your floorboards 
should be banged down with a nail punch, or 
a hammer and an off-cut of wood, so you 


don’t damage the boards. If you leave any 
nails sticking up, they’re likely to break the 
sanding sheets, which is annoying, time-con¬ 
suming and expensive because you pay for 
each sheet you use. 

• Before you start, clear the room, open the win¬ 
dows (but not the door) and seal off built-in 
cupboards with tape, as this is a hot and dusty 
job. When sanding, wear a mask and goggles. 

• Don’t start the industrial floor sander with 


the drum resting on the floor because this 
can damage the boards - lift it slightly. Walk 
the sander steadily across the floor in a diag¬ 
onal direction, but don’t linger in one spot 
because you’ll create ridges in the boards. 
When you turn the sander off, ensure that 
the drum has stopped before setting it down. 

• The coarseness of the sanding sheets you 
should use will be determined by the state of 
the boards. If they’re black, use coarse sand-

paper first, but be prepared to get through 
quite a few sheets because they will clog up 
quickly. If the boards are in better condition, 
try medium-grade sandpaper first. In both 
cases, finish off with fine sandpaper. 

• As well as the sander, you will need to hire 
an edger because the sander will not reach 
right up to the shirking boards. It is a good 
idea to get someone to help with this job, 
then one of you can sand the main floor 
while the other one does the edges. You will 
not be able to get into the comers of the 
room, even with the edger, because its sand¬ 
ing sheets are round, so you will have to do 
this by hand or with a hand-held sander. 


Ask the expert 


I want to sand my floorboards, 
B M but some of the original boards 
have been replaced with modem 
boaras. What should I do? 

JT Canterbury 

A You could move the modern 
boards so that they’re concealed 
by furniture or a mg, or you could 
replace them with reclaimed period 
boards. Your local reclamation yard 
should have a selection of boards - take 
one of yours along to be sure of a good 
match. If you can’t get an exact match, 
swap boards over and put the new ones 
in a less conspicuous place.

October on the plot 

Planting broad greens 

IN mid-October, Dirty Nails will 
be getting his broad beans in the 
ground. Broads sown now come to 
fruition before a March planting. 

There are two big advantages to this. 
Firstly, the more advanced autumn sowing 
is rarely attacked in late spring by broad 
bean Enemy Number One, the blackffy, 
because it has passed the vulnerable stage 
when these pests are on the loose. Secondly, 
the broad bean season is advanced by two or 
three weeks. 

Several varieties of broad will over-winter 
quite happily, but Aquadulce’ is a particular¬ 
ly reliable and early cropper. If the winter 
turns very cold then they will appreciate pro¬ 
tection via a horticultural fleece. Dirty Nails 
will be keeping his fingers crossed for a deli¬ 
cious and nutritious meal of autumn-sown 
broads before the end of May. 

He prepares the plot firstly by weeding 
thoroughly, then digging in some fresh com¬ 
post and raking level. 

At this time of year the soil is often quite 
damp, so he lays down wooden planks adja¬ 
cent to where he wants to mark his rows and 
works from these. 

The planks spread his bodyweight, min¬ 
imising soil compaction, trampling and mess. 
Dirty Nails marks out the rows with canes 
and string, allowing 8 inches (20 cm) of space 
between. 

The thumbnail-sized beans are simply 
pressed into the fluffy soil to a depth of 3 
inches (7cm). This is slightly deeper than for 
spring-sown broads, but the extra snugness 
helps them to endure the worst of the winter 
weather. The beans are planted at 6 inch (15 



cm) intervals. All being well, they should 
make a few inches of sturdy growth between 
now and New Year, then sit tight and wait for 
the spring rush.

day, with many winter favourites now on 
the menu. A lot of work in the veg garden in 
the coming months will simply involve 
harvesting what is to be eaten that day. 

Lifting parsnips and other root veg for 
roasting cannot be hurried. Extracting a foot 
(60cm) long scorzonera thong in one piece is 
a challenge and achievement in itself. 

Swedes demand to be admired and their 
heady scent inhaled deeply before being 
washed, trimmed, peeled and cooked into a 
mash with spuds from store. 

Leeks are in season from now until March. 


Different varieties are cultivated to mature 
throughout both autumn and winter. 
Digging leeks for same-day consumption is 
a thrill in any weather. 

Fresh from the ground, they exude the 
most wonderful aroma. Being outside, trim¬ 
ming the roots and 'flag’ from a leek as dusk 
approaches, is about as good as it gets for 
Dirty Nails, second only to eating the bounty.

“It’s errr, a sort of replacement for the 
Partner Combi - you know, the one based on 
the van,” I waffled. “Peugeot still makes that 
too, but this is a super new version based on 
the 308 car...” 

The look’ stopped me then - the ‘I’m losing 
the will to live’ one - so I shut up, loaded the 
car and we set off. 

Five-year-old Sam was knocked out though 
- he loves any car where he can store loads of 
‘stuff’ so the Tepee’s lockers, ledges and cub¬ 
bies were a treasure trove for stashing books, 
DVDs, toys and, the latest craze, model drag¬ 
ons... don’t ask. 

And then Mum started to get interested, as 
the relatively boxy Tepee bowled smoothly 
along the motorway to catch the ferry. 

“Hmm, it’s good isn’t it?” she muttered 

Hallelujah! She gets it. 

And even as we went to board the ferry, we 
realised how many other people get ‘it’ too. The 
Tepee is too new to be a common sight - in 
fact, the car was often inspected by curious 
natives when we arrived in France - but there 
were loads of Francophile-owned Partner 
Combis and closely related Citroen Berlingo 



Multispaces and rival Renault Kangoo MPVs 
queuing for the boat. 

These cars are perfect for the French rural 
lifestyle - van-based takes on those former 
Gallic workhorses, the Citroen 2CV and 
Renault 4. 

But the Tepee goes further with a body that 
is funkier and less Postman Pat, sitting on a 
more sophisticated car chassis rather than the 
comfy yet slightly wallowy underpinnings of 
the Partner/Berlingo van. 

It means (don’t laugh) that despite sounding 
like a tent on wheels, the Tepee is actually a 
decent drive aided by decent engines. The test 
car had the top spec 107bhp 1.6-litre HDi 
diesel unit and a capacious cabin like the 
Tepee’s would surely highlight any diesel 
vibration or harshness, but it just purred and 
showed the French marque’s dominant 
position in the field, while economy was excep¬ 


tional - the onboard computer rarefy showed 
less than 40mpg and averaged around 50mpg. 

We had one gripe; the rear seats don’t rake 
so this made ‘little un’s’ kiddie seat very 
upright and allowed his head to loll about 
when he was asleep, while Mum would have 
liked a more relaxed back rest when she was 
keeping him company in the back. 

But the Tepee does so much else: it is a bril¬ 
liant picnic wagon inside or out with sliding 
rear doors, versatile seating, all that storage 


and a huge and sheltering lift up tailgate 
clearing the heads of people well over six foot. 

I particularly liked the ‘letterbox’ shelving 
above the front seats - great for all the travel 
documents, passports and so on for a journey 
like ours. 

The test car also had the £550 Zenith roof 
with extra vents, roof lockers and more glazing 
to make the cabin even airier. 

Okay, it isn’t the most obvious head-turner, but 
the Tepee should steal your heart in the end.

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Bike market takes a hit but is 
more robust than car sector 


AFTER a stirring 22 per 
cent market hike in July, 
Britain’s faltering economy 
caught up with the motor¬ 
cycle market in August and 
inflicted a fourth monthly 
dip in sales so far this year 

However, while August registra¬ 
tions were 12.3 per cent down on 
last year at 10,104 units, the bike 
market is still performing well in 
contrast to the car market, which 
slumped 19 per cent during the 
same month. 

And so far this year, bike registra¬ 
tions are just half a per cent down on 
the same period in 2007, compared 


with a 3.8 per cent drop for car sales. 

Motorcycle Industry Association 
spokesman Craig Carey-Clinch said: 
“The market is very volatile. The 
industry has seen strong months 
this year in February, April, June 
and July, but clearly, people are 
being very cautious about their 


spending - and the appalling weath¬ 
er in August and this year hasn’t 
done us any favours. 

“It could be that the new 
September registrations will provide 
a boost, but overall, a drop so far this 
year of less than one per cent is a 
very strong performance.” 


Scooters and mopeds are up by 3.6 
per cent and 7.2 per cent so far in 
2008, reflecting increasing interest 
in low cost commuter-type bikes and 
suggesting a robust market in years 
to come as these new or returning 
riders trade up. 

Top sellers are the Yamaha YBR 


125 and YZF R125 with Yamaha the 
best-selling brand, followed by 
Honda and Suzuki. 

“We know that demand for bike 
tests is at an all-time high, and that 
dealers are reporting interest from 
new riders looking for lower cost 
transport,” added Carey-Clinch.

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SMEs count the cost 


THREE in 10 owners of small and 
medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) 
in the South East say costs of run¬ 
ning their business are increasing 
at a much higher rate than usual, 
according to new research. 

Bank of Scotland Business Banking found 
that with business conditions remaining diffi¬ 
cult, the rising costs of ranning a small business 
are preying on the minds of more than three in 
five owners working hard to contain overheads. 

There have been rapid increases in fuel and 
food prices, and one in five SME owners reckons 
profits have been badly affected by increases in 
fuel prices alone, with a half claiming just a 
slight drop in profits. 

The leisure, tourism and hospitality sectors 
have suffered most with a third of owners claim¬ 
ing profits have been badly affected.

Higher food prices have had a less severe 
impact, with a third of small-business owners 
noticing an impact on profits. Leisure is once 
again the worst hit, with three-quarters claim¬ 
ing rising food prices have hit profits. 

Two-fifths of owners in this sector reported 
badly affected’ profits. 

Two-thirds of small-business owners have 
passed on some if not all of these rising costs to 
customers in order to remain profitable, 
although only one in 12 has hit customers with 
the full increase. 

But in just over half the cases where costs 
have been passed to customers, businesses have 
seen demand fall. A quarter have actually lost 
customers while slightly more have retained 
their customers but noticed they are buying less. 


Two-thirds of SMEs expect to increase prices 
for goods and services over the next year as a 
result of their own increased costs - in two- 
thirds of those cases above the official rate of 
inflation. A fifth of these rises will be more than 
10 per cent. 

Peter Wood, head of strategy and products at 
Bank of Scotland Business Banking, said: 
“Small business owners are acutely aware of the 
impact additional fixed costs can have on the 
bottom line, and the majority have seen many of 
these costs increase exponentially over the past 
few years. 

“Against a background of difficult trading con¬ 
ditions, most have little option but to pass on 
these costs to customers. 

“With price rises looking likely to continue, it 
is crucial that small-business owners turn to 
their accountants or bankers to seek advice 
about controlling operating costs in their efforts 
to remain profitable.” 


Grant aid for expanding firms 


IF YOU are looking to expand or modernise 
your business or bring a new product to mar¬ 
ket, you may be able to take advantage of a 
grant available under the Government’s 
Selective Finance for Investment in England 
(SFIE) scheme, writes Richard Parsons. 

Under the scheme, businesses could be eligi¬ 
ble for a grant up to 15 per cent of a project’s 
capital expenditure. 

Higher support levels might be available for 
small and medium-sized enterprises. The 
grants are available to businesses investing in 
or moving to Kent and Medway. 

The scheme aims to support businesses 
through investment in capital equipment and 
premises, and new job creation. 

In order to be eligible for a grant, businesses 
have to satisfy three criteria: 

• You must be looking to set up, expand or 
modernise your business in Kent and Medway. 


• Your client base must extend beyond Kent 
and Medway, serving regional, national or 
international markets. 

• Your project must require a capital invest¬ 
ment of £67,000 or more. 

Since April, 2004, some 38 businesses in 
Kent and Medway have been awarded more 
than £7.7m in grants and 33 of those have 
benefited from advice from the South East 
Grant Advisory Service, which offers free 
advice and assistance to firms. 

Thanet Press, a print company based in 
Margate, was awarded a grant in 2008 which 
will enable it to build a controlled environ¬ 
ment to produce instruction leaflets for the 
pharmaceutical industry. 

The firm’s Ken Lindsay said: “Thanet Press 
can now realise its full potential. The interior 
renovation means staff will be able to work 
in an environment which meets the ISO regu¬ 


lations and allows us to expand into new 
markets.” 

Thanks to the grant, nine jobs will be creat¬ 
ed and 86 others safeguarded. It will also 
mean the company can refit the interior of its 
premises and buy a specialist machine to print 
and fold pharmacy leaflets in a controlled 
environment. 

Grants are discretionary and assessed on an 
individual basis by the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda), in line with its 
regional economic strategy. 

There is no automatic entitlement, but to 
enquire about the eligibility of your own proj¬ 
ect, a free advisory service is available through 
Locate in Kent, the investment promotion 
agency.

Average Joe just two 
mon t hs from penury 


IF THE average person in the 
South East was unable to work, his 
or her savings would last less than 
two months - just 52 days - says a 
closely researched survey 

That’s the same for the average person around 
the country - but a worrying one in three people 
say their savings would last only 11 days. 

The survey, carried out for Yorkshire Building 
Society, which has branches in Chatham, Canter¬ 
bury and Bexleyheath, found that nationally a 
surprising nine out of 10 people have no income 
protection - while in the South East the figure is 
nearly a half. 

The society says the majority of people are liv¬ 
ing on a financial tightrope, with the average per¬ 
son having outgoings of £1,445 while the average 
accessible savings are £2,474.

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The third of people who say they would finan¬ 
cially only be able to last 11 days have less than 
£500 in accessible savings. 

The society says the worst affected groups are 
women, 46 days; and divorcees, 35 days; and 
those aged 35-44,39 days. 

These figures paint an alarming picture as 17 
per cent of people think they or their partner may 
be unable to work for up to six months in future 
due to illness. 

Two out of every three people either do not 
know how they would survive or have unrealistic 
expectations of how they would continue to meet 
their daily expenditure. 

One in 20 think they would consider selling 
their home if they needed to access money quick¬ 


ly. However, in a stagnant housing market with 
some consumers already contending with nega¬ 
tive equity, people cannot rely on being able to sell 
or rent their home in order to release equity. 

Tanya Jackson, Yorkshire’s corporate affairs 
manager, said: ‘This research paints an extreme¬ 
ly alarming picture for those without protection 
products in place. 

‘Finances for many are already finely balanced 
due to the rising cost of living. The research 
reveals that both state benefits and savings are 
not viable options for the majority to rely upon for 
an adequate length of time. 

“It is extremely worrying to see that many are 
Jiving on the edge’ and we urge consumers to 
take a look at their protection needs in order to 
assess how they would cope financially if 
they were taken ill and whether they would ben¬ 
efit from the security that a protection scheme 
provides.”

What was your first job? 


A Trainee journalist on East Kent Mercury 
- but it nearly didn’t happen. The editor 
died two hours before my interview, so when 
I turned up I was told my interview was obvi¬ 
ously cancelled. I reminded the deputy editor 
I was going to be interviewed because there 
was a vacancy in their editorial team of five, 
but they now appeared to be two short. 

He saw my point, so took me on for a trial 
without an interview and I stayed for three 
happy years. 

QHow has your career progressed? 

A A move to the Nottingham Evening Post 
gave me five fantastic years as a sports 
writer - including some interesting verbal 
tussles with Cloughie.

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Biofuels 
must not 
add to the 
problem 


PREOCCUPATION with an urgent need to find ways of 
cutting down on the carbon emissions associated with fos¬ 
sil fuels has removed focus from the bigger picture. 


So we often overlook the fact that 
reserves of oil and natural gas are 
diminishing at an alarming rate 
while demands from developing 
countries are escalating. A double 
whammy. 

Up to only a few weeks ago, biofu¬ 
els were being perceived as the 
answer to both these problems. 

In 2003 the EU put into place legis¬ 
lation requiring member states to 
aim for 5.75 per cent of all transport 
fossil fuels to be replaced by bio-fuels 
by the end of 2010, and 10 per cent by 
2020. 

Now this policy is being re-exam¬ 
ined in light of fears that the nega¬ 
tive aspects could outweigh the bene¬ 
fits. Concerns centre on the fact that 
vast tracts of forest in Brazil and 
other countries are being cleared in 
order to provide more land for energy 
crops. 

Such deforestation results in the 
release of carbon dioxide sequestrat¬ 
ed by the trees - and some estimates 
indicate that it would be necessary to 
grow fuel crops for between 50 and 
100 years merely to offset the emis¬ 
sions created. At the same time the 
price of food, for both humans and 
animals, has risen and some analysts 
predict it will go on doing so. 

Some increases relate directly to oil 
prices, but far from all. In some parts

of the world land that was previously 
used in the production of food crops 
has been given over to bio-fuel crops. 

As a result, demand for commodi¬ 
ties such as rice and wheat is out¬ 
stripping supply and this is having a 
huge influence on prices in the world 
market. 

This affects everyone, but especial¬ 
ly those in developing countries 
whose earnings were at subsistence 
level before prices began to spiral. 

In a sense the UK, even allowing 
for the rate of inflation being way 
above the Government’s target figure 
and predictions that we are galloping 
into a recession, is immune to major 
disasters. 

Yes, in light of price rises we are 
sometimes forced to cut down on the 
quantities and variety of what goes 
into our shopping baskets, but food 
remains plentiful and no-one is 
starving. 

The majority of our agricultural 
and horticultural sectors continue to 
put emphasis on growing food and 
few have been persuaded to jump 
wholeheartedly onto the biofuels 
bandwagon. Consumers continue to 
demand ‘regional’ and ‘local’ and the

balance of demand and supply, at 
least during the summer and early 
autumn months, is generally a rea¬ 
sonable one. But this inevitably begs 
the question: when winter arrives 
and with it a reduction in the choice 
of produce grown in this country, 
what will shoppers do then? 

Several of the most popular celebri¬ 
ty chefs are busy promoting ‘season¬ 
ality’ and they are coming up with 
recipes for delicious sounding meals 
to emphasise the point. Will this 
catch on sufficiently? 

In the meantime, our farmers and 
growers continue to extend their 
ranges and cropping periods. 

In any event, it is to be hoped that 
shoppers will continue to back our 
farmers and reward them for their 
efforts by accepting the limitations of 
‘seasonality’. 

The rural sector will obviously ben¬ 
efit from such loyalty and battening 
down the hatches and giving support 
to British growers will hopefully pro¬ 
duce beneficial effects for the econo¬ 
my as a whole. 

Maybe we need to develop a new 
slogan: ‘Seasonality makes sense’.

A Paragon of virtue 


LISTED buildings can bring prob¬ 
lems - but Kent-based chartered 
surveyor, Caxtons, has learned a 
thing or two about the manage¬ 
ment of them in the 238 years 
since the company was founded. 

Among its portfolio is 
Paragon Crescent (pictured) on 
Blackheath Common, started 
in 1794 and the masterpiece of 
Regency architect Michael 
Searles; and Roan Courtyard 
in Devonshire Road, Green¬ 
wich, formerly Roan School for 
Girls. 

The Paragon is among a tiny two per cent of 
Grade-I listed buildings in the country, and 
Roan Courtyard is Grade-II listed. Both have 
been divided into apartments and are now 
managed on a communal basis. Tony Martin, a 
Caxtons property manager, recently experi-

enced a problem at the Paragon that demon¬ 
strates what can go wrong when owners don’t 
fully understand the restrictions when mak¬ 
ing changes to a listed building. 

While improving his central heating, an 
owner had an external flue installed. “He had 
not sought permission,” said Mr Martin. “He 
reasoned that as it was an internal matter, no 
permission was necessary. 

“However, the flue changed 
the external appearance of the 
building, which was in breach of 
restrictions.” 

The council became involved 
and the owner is in the process 
of obtaining retrospective con¬ 
sent. The flue has now been 
placed in a less prominent position. Mr Martin 
said: “At the Paragon owners must not even 
change the style of the skirting boards because 
these have been restored in the style of the 
original building.” 

Caxtons’ property manager with responsibil¬ 
ity for Roan Courtyard, Emma Catterall, 
recently had a similar problem, with an exter¬ 
nal fire escape. “It would be much simpler and 
cheaper to remove the old fire escape and 
replace it with a new one, but you can’t neces¬ 
sarily do that in a listed building,” she said. 

“I have been working with its management 
committee and we are looking at an acceptable 
plan on how to repair the fire escape and make 
it safe, without breaching regulations.”

title win to 

late father

NEWLY crowned British Super¬ 
bike Champion Shane Byrne has 
signed for Sterilgarda Ducati to 
compete in the 2009 World Super¬ 
bike Championship. 

The Sheppey rider announced the deal 
with the Italian-based team after picking up 
his second British Superbike title at Silver- 
stone last weekend. 

A delighted Byrne told Kent on Sunday: “It 
all came about from a trip to the World 
Superbike round at Vallelunga [last month]. 

“I am glad to be still riding a Ducati, as it is 
very similar to the one I have been riding this 
season. It is still going to be very tough with 
the other top riders in this series.” 

Clinching his second British Superbike 
Championship and announcing a move to 
World Superbikes next season indicates the 
rejuvenation of Byrne’s career. After winning 
his first British title in 2003, Byrne spent two 
disappointing years in Moto GP. 

Despite a difficult start to the year with the 
death of his father, Byrne feels his latest title 
success is his most important to date. 

Byrne explains: “My first title in 2003 was 
all about winning to help my career. This 
time I just wanted to win. 

“Before the start of the season my dad 
passed away, which was difficult to deal with 
as he used to come along to all of my races. I 
would like to dedicate this title to my dad. I 
hope he is smiling down on me.” 

The 32-year-old made a rapid start to 
the season, picking up six wins out of eight 
races, but his championship credentials 
were thrown into doubt at round four at 
Donington Park in May. 

Series organiser MotorsportVision Racing 
issued Byrne’s Airwaves Ducati team and all 
four-cylinder Ducatis, a 10 kilogram weight 
penalty - much to the disgust of Byrne. 

He said: “I was extremely frustrated 
when it happened. I still do not think it was 
fair. Last weekend at Silverstone the 
organisers took three kilograms off which 
only shows doubt in their original decision.

I feel I was punished for doing my job well.” 

At times fans were left astonished by 
Byrne’s will to win this season, but his 
comeback from 13th to win at a rainy Snet- 
terton in June, is the one race that sticks in 
his mind. 

As for next season, Byrne is under no illu¬ 
sions of the task that lies ahead of him for the 
2009 World Superbike Championship. 

However, the new British champion can 
take heart from his two victories in the series 
as a wild card rider in the World Champi¬ 
onship at Brands Hatch in 2003. 

Byrne added: “There are some real top guys 
in this championship and it is becoming big¬ 
ger and bigger. I will give it my all but I am 
not going to say I am going to win anything 
yet. I will have to see how it all goes.” 

Byrne will be in action in the final round 
of the championship at Brands Hatch next 
weekend.

Derek keeping tradition 


Harland future doubt 


FORMER Kent and England 
legend Derek Underwood has 
promised to protect the tradi¬ 
tions of the game from the 
Twenty20 revolution, as he 
begins his year as president of 
the MCC. 

The 63-year-old took 297 
wickets in 86 Tests for England 
with his left-arm spinners - a 
dying art he admits, but one 
he is keen to promote among 
youth players. 

Underwood takes over the 
reigns from Mike Brearley for 
what is set to be the busiest 
year in the club’s 221-year history. 

This will include the hosting of an Ashes 
Test match, two One-Day Internationals 
and much of the ICC World Twenty20 
tournament. 

The new president blames counties’ focus 
on keeping run rates down for the lack of 
spinners in the domestic game. He also hopes 
that Twenty20 will encourage youngsters 


into the game and from there, 
they will develop an interest for 
four-day and Test cricket. 

He said: “It is an exciting era 
for the sport, with Twenty20 
cricket opening up so many pos¬ 
sibilities for the game world¬ 
wide. It is important for all 
those who work in cricket to 
embrace that change whilst pro¬ 
tecting the game’s rich heritage. 

“MCC is ideally placed to be at 
the heart of much of this change. 
With its development of the 
Masterplan project at Lord’s, its 
independent voice of the MCC 
World Cricket committee and its playing 
remit to develop the game worldwide, the 
club has the passion, stature and desire to 
ensure the best for our wonderful game in the 
years ahead.” 

Underwood will also preside over the 
new rale that came into effect this week, 
which aims to ensure bats are made in the 
traditional manner. 



GEORGINA Harland is mak¬ 
ing good progress in her battle 
to recover from a serious 
injury, but the modern pen- 
tathlete admits she has no 
idea whether she will ever 
compete again. 

The 30-year-old ruptured a 
calf muscle in the World Cham¬ 
pionships in May, finally end¬ 
ing her bid to qualify for the 
Beijing Olympics.

if the injury will stand up to 
competing.” 

In addition to the recovery, 
Harland has used the time to 
explore potential career paths 
once she retires. 

Sports psychology is an 
attractive prospect and she has 
spent time doing some mentor¬ 
ing work with young athletes, 
which has helped make the 
prospect of ending her career 
less frightening. 

She said: “For an athlete the 
idea of retiring is daunting. The 
easy option for me is to carry on 
because that’s what I know. The 
hard thing is to say ‘this is not 
going to happen’ and look for 
something else. 

“I have learnt over the last 
few months that I have more 
experience than I thought I had. I’ve 
realised I can do something useful after I 
retire.” 
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Clubs give 
backing for 
new laws 


DESPITE being faced with the most 
comprehensive set of rule changes since 
rugby became professional, Kent’s sides 
have broadly welcomed the move. 

This season sees a trial of 13 Experi¬ 
mental Law Variations (ELVs) at all levels, 
which are aimed at making the game 
more fluent and exciting to watch. 

Steve Reynolds, director of first XV 
rugby at Westcombe Park in National 
League 2, believes they have had a posi¬ 
tive impact already. 

He said: “They have speeded the game 
up and I think it’s more entertaining. It’s 
changed the style and the pace of the 
game. There has been less kicking out of 
hand for territory and a lot more running 
the ball from the middle part of the pitch.” 

Tim McBennett coaches both London 2 
South side Maidstone and England 
under-18s. Whilst he admits it will take 
some time for teams to fully adapt to the 
new rules, he thinks they have been a 
change for the better. 

He said: “Some people have said 
teams will be scared to attack but I 
think it allows more attacking. Once 
teams get used to them I don’t think it 
will be a problem.” 

However, they have not been universal¬ 
ly welcomed. Darryl Vas, new head 
coach at Thanet Wanderers, is generally 
in favour of the ELVs, but does have a 
criticism. 

He said: “Not being able to kick from 
your own 22 means you have to run from 
further out which we have found difficult. 
We often look to score after three or four 
phases, but now we are finding it more 
like five and six phases, which means you 
end up losing the ball.” 

While the new rules are working well 
higher up the divisions, the experience of 
Kent League sides have exposed a flaw. 
One of the ELVs has increased the power 
of assistant referees, formerly touch 
judges, but at a lower level there are only 
enough officials to provide a referee at 
games. The lack of neutrality in assistants 
means referees often ignore some of the 
new rules. 

One unresolved issue is what happens 
once the year-long trial ends. 


Key ELVs 

• Players able to defend a maul by 
pulling it down 

• If a team puts the ball back into its 
own 22 and the ball is then kicked 
straight into touch they do not gain 
territory 

• A quick throw can be thrown in 
straight or towards their team’s 
goal line

PREMIERSHIP referee Steve 
Bennett says match officials are 
prepared to explain their deci¬ 
sions after games, but TV compa¬ 
nies refrain from asking them. 

Bennett, from Orpington, was at the 
centre of controversy last weekend when 
he awarded a penalty to Wigan after Wil¬ 
son Palacios went down in the box. 

Latics striker Amr Zaki dispatched the 
resulting spot-kick to secure a 2-1 win 
against Manchester City. 

Blues manager Mark Hughes was 
furious with the decision - and 
another to deny City a penalty 
when Richard Dunne was felled 
in the box - claiming Bennett 
cost his side a point. 

He said after the game: 

‘We’re disappointed because 
the referee played a part in 
the outcome of the game. 

We feel he got a lot of key 
decisions wrong. 

“Referees are going to 
have days when they don’t 
perform well, we understand 
that, but all we ask is that they 
get the key decisions right. 


“They had a big impact on the result.” 

The penalty was not the only contentious 
decision of the weekend as referee Rob 
Styles issued an apology to Bolton Wander¬ 
ers after he awarded a penalty to Manches¬ 
ter United which helped them on their way 
to a 2-0 win. 

TV pundits and broadcasters such as 
ex-players Mark Lawrenson and Ian 
Wright, have again been calling for referees 
to explain their decisions. 

However, in an interview with 
Kent on Sunday, 47-year-old Ben¬ 
nett said referees are in fact 
available to discuss decisions - if 
they deem them relevant. 

He said: “All referees have had 
media training but a 
lot of the time the 
broadcasting crews do 
not want to have our 
comments. 

“There are also occasions 
after games where referees 
feel they do not have to jus¬ 
tify their decisions. 

‘What has happened this 
year as I understand it, is that 
two ex-referees of high stand¬ 
ing are making comments on 
our behalf. 

“Dermot Gallagher is working 
with Sky while Paul Durkin is 
on the BBC.

- they are often our communication link.” 

Kent’s top referee admits issues often arise 
as a result of law changes in the game which 
are not necessarily communicated as well as 
they should. 

“The laws change and get amended so inter¬ 
pretations are sometimes different,” he said. 
“They are not always put across in the correct 
manner and that has to be addressed.” 


Robbo’s long coach journey

AS MANAGERIAL apprenticeships go, the 
two decades Mark Robson took to become a 
first-team coach must be some kind of record, 
writes David Pritchard. 

Top players such as Roy Keane, Gareth 
Southgate and Paul Ince are increasingly 
able to walk straight into high-profile jobs 
almost as soon as they hang up their playing 
boots. But Robson, who joined Gillingham 
this summer after nine years behind the 
scenes at Charlton Athletic, has taken an 
altogether different path. 

The cultured midfielder, whose career took 
in Tottenham, West Ham and Charlton, 
began coaching the team his younger brother 
Glenn played for while still in his teens. 

Progression 

“I had just signed for Tottenham and went 
down to give them a hand at a one-off train¬ 
ing session. I really enjoyed it and went back 
the following week and never stopped really,” 
he said. 

“When I was at Spurs, West Ham and 
Charlton, I did work in their schools of excel¬ 
lence so I always had my eye in on the coach¬ 
ing side. It was a natural progression for me. 
I knew from the age of about 24 that once I 
finished playing I wanted to coach and man¬ 
age, that was my goal. 

“Some players finish playing when they are 
35 and then coach kids for three or four years, 
but I started when I was 18 so I have a vast 
experience of coaching. There’s a lot of satis¬ 
faction in watching players develop, it’s a real 
buzz.” 

After retiring in 1998, he joined Charlton’s 


academy and eventually worked his way up 
to become Alan Pardew’s first team coach. He 
also took every coaching course available and 
has a UEFA Pro Licence, which qualifies him 
to take charge in the Premier League. 

Despite a prominent role at the Champi¬ 
onship club, Robson’s ultimate goal of manag¬ 
ing a side remained unfulfilled, prompting 
him to move on this summer. With no mana¬ 
gerial vacancies available at the time, he 
accepted a job offer from Gills boss Mark 
Stimson to become his first team coach. 

The pair went to the same school in east 
London and played alongside each other in 
several youth teams, so Robson had no hesi¬ 
tation about joining. 

He said: “It suits both Mark and myself, I’m 
enjoying it and if something comes up that 
would be worth my while going then I would 
obviously seriously consider it, but I’ve got to 
be honest, I’m really enjoying it.” 

In the last fortnight he has been linked 
with the vacant Colchester United job, a 
proposition Robson admits would interest 
him. His non-contract deal with Gills would 
allow him to leave immediately if an offer 
came in. 

Despite still waiting for a managerial post 
after 20 years of coaching, he insists he does 
not resent the Premier League stars given 
plum jobs despite lacking experience. 

“I don’t have a problem with it but I think 
everyone knows if you are a big name you 
have a better chance of getting a job than 
somebody like me,” he said. “What you can do 
is earn yourself a decent reputation as a 
coach and that’s something I hope I’ve done.”

Kent all-rounder reflects on county’s missed op p ortunities

I T HAS been a very tough sea¬ 
son for me, and yet nothing 
could be tougher than sitting 
in the Kent dressing room 
last Saturday afternoon, knowing 
we had been relegated to Division 
Two of the championship. 

We had begun the day still with five sec¬ 
ond innings wickets to fall but realising that 
defeat against Durham would consign us to 
the drop and also confirm them as county 
champions. But it is not until the match has 
actually finished, and everything is set in 
stone, that you feel the deepest emotions. 

I think it was our defeat against Lan¬ 
cashire at Liverpool the previous week which 
really cost us, and also affected our perform¬ 
ance in our final fixture. That was a game we 
should have won, and if we had we would 
have been challenging for a top three position 
in the Durham game - that’s how closely- 
fought the championship was this season. 

But that is no consolation now, and it was 
extremely disappointing that we could not 
get enough points both up at Liverpool and 
against Durham at Canterbury to keep our 
Division One status that we have worked so 
hard to maintain in recent summers. 

People will point to our batting perform¬ 
ances throughout the season, with justifica¬ 
tion because we did not get the first innings 
totals that we should have got with, on 
paper, such a strong and lengthy batting 
line-up. Our total of batting bonus points 
was very low, and that cost us more than 
anything in the final shake-up. 

What is especially disappointing, though, 
when you sit back and look at the final table, 
is that we have gone down with four victo¬ 



ries to our name while both the two teams 
immediately above us have won just two 
matches in the championship all season. I 
suppose it just underlines the importance of 
gathering bonus points, and people will have 
views about that I’m sure. 

It is difficult to see it at the moment - because 
it will take all of us a long time to get over the 
massive disappointments of the summer - but 
we have played a lot of very good cricket as a 
team in 2008 and there are a lot of positives for 
us to take forward as a group. 

A t the start of any season it would be a 
confident team indeed who believed 
they could contest every single compe¬ 
tition right to the wire. We have been in both 
high-profile cup finals, the Friends Provident 
Trophy and the Twenty20 Cup, and we were 
in contention for promotion in the NatWest 
Pro 40 and for the County Championship 
itself right up to the last round of matches. 

But, as at Canterbury last Saturday, we 
have been forced to listen to our opponents 
celebrating winning silverware in every 
competition. We have had to watch people 
lifting trophies in front of us, and that hurts 
even more.

Getting over the line, and winning those 
trophies ourselves, has been the biggest 
problem and biggest disappointment this 
year - which is especially tough to take 
given our success in the Twenty20 Cup in 
2007. Perhaps, as a team, that is something 
we urgently need to address before we 
assemble again next March and April. 

As a team, what we have said already is 
that we must all go away as individuals and 
take a long look at our own games and work 
out what we need to do to improve our crick¬ 
et. We need to come back stronger than 
before, and in my own case that is exactly 
what I intend to do. 

I have prided myself, throughout my 
career so far, in being able to learn from my 
experiences and thus improve my all-round 
game and raise the standards of my per¬ 
formances. I will leave no stone unturned 
this winter as I analyse my own game and 
try to do my best to come back stronger. 

Sometimes you learn more when things 
don’t go your way, and my bowling is my 
main priority this autumn because I feel I 
haven’t bowled as well as I did in 2007. On 
the batting front, I’ve had some very good 
days but, overall, I have not been as consis¬ 


tent as I would have liked, and I also didn’t 
make the most of the opportunities I had in a 
number of championship games to bat up at 
the top of the order. 

I have not been selected for the England Per¬ 
formance Programme in India before Christ¬ 
mas, as I was last year, but I have been told to 
keep myself ready to take part in the England 
Lions tour to New Zealand in the New Year - 
if selected - so that is a little target for me in 
the medium term. 

But, after a holiday and a month off in total 
to recharge batteries after what has been a 
really long and hard season - all the more so 
because we were contesting every competition, 
of course - I will be ready to get back to put¬ 
ting in some very hard work on my game. 

And, in the Kent dressing room, I don’t think 
I will be the only one.

Van’s the man 

JUST two days after 
suffering the pain of 
relegation with Kent, 

Martin van Jaarsveld was 
named Player of the Year 
by the Professional 
Cricketers’ Association. 

The prestigious award is 
voted for by fellow county 
players who chose the 
34-year-old from South 
Africa after a sparkling 
season. He also scooped the PCA’s Most 
Valuable Player (MVP) prize, pipping 
Northamptonshire’s Samit Patel. 

Van Jaarsveld scored 1,137 runs, averaging 
more than 50 in the County Championship, 
including four centuries, but it was his form in 
one-day matches that was particularly 
impressive. He played a crucial role as the 
Spitfires reached the final of both the 
Twenty20 Cup and Friends Provident Trophy. 

His four hundreds in the latter competition 
earned him the MVP award and he was also 
named in the team of the year, alongside 
fellow Kent team-mate Joe Denly. 



KENT’S 2008 season will go down in history as the 
one that got away. 

A season of coulds, shoulds, ifs and huts ended in 
relegation on the final day of the season as Kent 
lost their exclusive tag of being the only side to 
have remained in Division One of the County 
Championship. 

Having been so close to winning the Twenty20 
Cup, Pro40 Division Two, being in the final of the 
Friends Provident Trophy and in the title hunt for 
the championship up to the penultimate game, it 
was a season of near misses. 

For what could have been a history-making cam¬ 
paign, Kent are now left with questions to be asked 
about everything from the running of the club, to 
who will be recruited for next season after the 
departures of Matt Walker and Neil Dexter. 

For skipper Rob Key, who let’s not forget was 
widely tipped to be Michael Vaughan’s successor 
earlier in the summer, it promises to be a soul- 
searching winter. 

‘You want to be the best team in the country at 
four-day cricket and that’s now out of the equation 
for next season,” he said. 

“Obviously being in Division Two is going to be 


new for us and we’ve got to get out of that before we 
can even think about being the best again.” 

The last-day defeat to Durham hit Key hard, 
who learned during the game that he had been 
fined £1,250 by the ECB for likening their pitch 
inspectors to the cast of the Muppet Show, follow¬ 
ing Kent’s game with Durham at Chester-le- 
Street in August. 

“It was pretty tough,” Key admitted. “But that’s 
the thing about cricket. We pretty much knew what 
our fate was going to be after the first day and 
against such a strong side it was always going to be 
tough. By the time it hits you you’re at least pre¬ 
pared for it. The trouble is you’ve now got to wait 
six months to put it right.” 

Key will captain the England performance squad 
on their tour to India in November, meaning he 
stands at least an outside chance of returning to 
the senior squad if any top-order batsmen suffer 
from injuries, depression or homesickness. 

Team-mates Robbie Joseph, Joe Denly and 
Amjad Khan will also get a chance to exorcise this 
season’s demons on the sub-continent after they 
were also named in the squad. 

Key’s own individual form was also a cause for 


regret. He made a superb unbeaten 120 in the last 
game of the Pro40 season, but his performances in 
the County Championship were sporadic. 

He said: “I’ve not had the greatest year with the 
bat personally. You spend the whole summer work¬ 
ing on things and now you have to wait until next 
season to put them into practice again.” 

Kent coach Graham Ford is likely to remain at 
the club after once again distancing himself from 
the job as head coach of New Zealand. 

If he does turn the job down, it will be the second 
time in two years the South African has favoured 
Kent over a Test side, after having declined an 
opportunity with India last year. 

With the Indian Cricket League due to start 
later this month, it seems unlikely that 
either Justin Kemp or Azhar Mahmood will 
feature in the so-called ‘rebel’ league, 
they would most certainly be risking their 
county futures.

THE INTRODUCTION of new 
laws in rugby is causing friction 
between Kent clubs and referees. 

Rugby Union’s Experimental Law 
Variations (ELVs), which came into force at 
the start of the season, have caused much 
debate, but it appears the referee’s role has 
become more demanding. 

At the start of the season, 13 new laws 
were introduced on a year’s trial to help 
develop the game. These were introduced to 
make the game faster, more attacking and 
more pleasing on the eye. 

While clubs across the country are get¬ 
ting to grips with the change in rules and 
style, it appears certain regulations are 
now open to the referee’s interpretation - 
thus making enforcements inconsistent. 

One issue causing controversy among 
clubs in the county contacted by Kent on 
Sunday, is that existing laws around the 
ruck area are being policed more stringent¬ 
ly by referees this season, including rolling 
away from a tackle and having two feet on 
the ground after a tackle. 

Consistent 

Steve Reynolds, director of rugby at 
Westcombe Park, who compete in National 
League 2, believes referees need to be more 
consistent in their approach in order to 
improve understanding. 

He said: “The problem we have is I think 
the referees have not got to grips with the 
rucks. No-one wants a lot of penalties but 
it’s the only way people are going to learn. 
Whilst trying to stick to them, clubs like 
ourselves are trying to teach them and then 
referees aren’t doing it to the full extent. 

“I think referees have to penalise sides, it 
doesn’t matter if there’s 30 penalties in a 
half. All the time we can get away with it, it 
will hold the game back.” 

New Thanet coach Darryl Vas agrees 
there needs to be a consistent approach by 
referees as clubs are having to change the 
way they play the game. 

He said: “The one issue is the interpreta¬ 


tion of the contact zone as we have found we 
are playing more ruck ball. More ruck ball 
means referees are able to stamp their 
approval on it and it is open to their inter¬ 
pretation, meaning it is more of a lottery. 
One referee will rule one way and one will 
rule another, which can make it difficult. 

“In one game because a referee interpret¬ 
ed things differently, it meant forwards 
were going into the ruck gingerly as they 
were in fear of giving away points. 

“The referee is supposed to be there to 
facilitate and not be a decider.” 

Kent 1 referee Graham Bough has tried to 
take a more lenient approach to the new 
rules, but admits it is has not been easy. 


He said: “I think with the ELVs that have 
come into the game have made my job a lot 
easier. 

“However, as a referee at this level your 
first objective is not to destroy the game and 
make sure you do not determine the result. 

“In some games I could blow my whistle 
up to 30 times for the same penalty, but 
that would destroy the game. 

“As a referee it is very much your own 
judgement and I have to interpret the 
rules for the situation. 

“If there are persistent offenders break¬ 
ing the rules then they will be dealt with a 
sin bin.”

Maligned by some as a minor competition, it is a 
high priority for Stimson, who won the FA Trophy 
at Wembley as Stevenage manager. 

He said: “We treat it with the respect it 
deserves - a lot - because at the end of it there 
is a game at Wembley. I have been fortunate 
enough to lead a side out at Wembley and you 
never forget that day. These players will be told 
that and we will be going for it with a team I think 
will win the game.”
